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Paras and Rotes 
Named in Shanti Suit 


by Dennis Conkin 


ny damages or money that 
must be paid to Shanti 
MJR Project by its former ac- 

_ _ counting firm should 

come from the non-profit AIDS 
service agency’s former Executive 
Director Eric Rofes, or former 
Deputy Director Melinda Paras, 
according to a lawsuit filed Thurs¬ 
day, October 19 in San Francisco 
Superior Court. 

The lawsuit says that Rofes 
and Paras are actually responsible 
for any damages Shanti may have 
suffered from being ordered to 
repay the City and County of San 
Francisco $450,000 in money 
from unapproved, improper, and 
unauthorized uses of city funds. 
According to the lawsuit, those ir¬ 
regularities were the result of 
“false invoices” submitted by 
Shanti during its 1992 fiscal year. 


“Said invoices overstated ex¬ 
penses incurred by Shanti Project, 
failed to report income earned by 
Shanti Project, and included false 
charges and expenses never in¬ 
curred by Shanti Project in pro¬ 
viding contracted services to peo¬ 
ple with AIDS,” the lawsuit said.

According to the suit filed by 
Wild, Zaggoga, Carey, and Fife on 
behalf of the accounting firm An- 
tonini Professional Corporation, 
Shanti then took the funds it ob¬ 
tained by means of the false in¬ 
voices and diverted them to unap¬ 
proved and unauthorized uses - 
such as hiring additional staff and 
paying certain staff members in¬ 
creased salaries. 


The suit charges that Rofes and 
Paras should have known that 
Shanti invoices contained improp¬ 
er and unauthorized charges. 

Shanti, which must repay the 
$450,000 to the city, claims that 
APC is liable for damages be¬ 
cause of administrative costs and 
other fees it spent responding to a 
Health Department audit of its 
grant expenditures - and because 
donations declined as a result of 
the controversy. 

‘Direct, active, 

and primary negligence 1 

Antonini charges in the lawsuit 
that Rofes and Paras - and 50 un¬ 
named “Doe”s - should pay for 
any damages Shanti suffered be¬ 
cause of “the direct, active, and 
primary negligence or other mis¬ 
conduct of the defendants in au¬ 
thorizing or carrying out” the mis¬ 
use of funds. 

The dispute between Shanti 
and Antonini is currently in arbi¬ 
tration. The lawsuit was filed be¬ 
cause Antonini wants a legal de¬ 
termination of its right to total or 

partial indemnity from the defen¬ 
dants.

E lections have been thick with anti-incumbency rhetoric and 
sentiment of late, both here and abroad, and this year’s tri¬ 
angulated mayoral race is no exception. The impulse for 
voters to shrug and vote according to Mae West’s wise¬ 
crack - “When deciding between two evils I like the one I haven’t 
tried yet” - has altered governing bodies from Washington to the 
Kremlin to our own City Hall since the beginning of this decade. 

But this Tuesday, November 7, we hope voters will be thought¬ 
ful about their decisions, and not let anti-incumbency jingoism 
blind them to the advantages of voting to reelect Mayor Frank 
Jordan. 

The mayor’s excellent record on lesbian and gay issues (includ¬ 
ing AIDS) is, upon examination, unmatched by any other major 
American city’s mayor, and is improving all the time. In fact, dur¬ 
ing this era when all federal funding is waning and social conser¬ 
vatism is waxing, Jordan has bucked the prevailing tides by secur¬ 
ing increased AIDS funding for San Francisco and speaking out 
loudly for progressive causes, including gay rights. 

Throughout his time in office Jordan has shown that he is will¬ 
ing to listen to the concerns of a gay community that once made 
him unwelcome on Castro Street (just imagine the outrage if either 
of his challengers were physically threatened by any neighbor¬ 
hood’s residents this year!); that he genuinely does not perceive 
lesbian and gay people any differently from any other people 
(which is, after all, exactly what we say we want heterosexuals to 
do); and that he has put aside personalities and petty grudges to

his coastal Tenth District in 
southeastern Massachusetts. 

Despite the publicity over his 
sexual encounters, Studds was 
able to retain the support of the 
Tenth District voters, who are 
primarily innkeepers, fishermen, 
carpenters, and other struggling 
tradesmen with an affection for 
the sea. 

Throughout his career, Studds 
has been an outspoken advocate 
for the fishing industry. In his 
first term, he sponsored the 200- 
mile fishing limit law, which pro¬ 
tects U.S. waters against foreign 
fleets. He also led a successful 
fight against federal efforts to 
lease portions of the Georges 
Bank fishing grounds off Cape 
Cod for oil drilling. 

He was the chairman of the 
House Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries Committee until the Re¬ 
publicans gained control of Con¬ 
gress last fall and turned the panel 
into a subcommittee, on which he 
is now the ranking Democrat.

V eteran Democratic Rep¬ 
resentative Gerry Studds 
of Massachusetts - one 
of three openly gay 
members of the U.S. House of 
Representatives - said Saturday, 
October 28 that he would not 
seek re-election next year. 

Studds, speaking at a town 
meeting at the Old Whaling 
Church on Martha’s Vineyard 
where he received 80 percent of 
the vote in last November’s elec¬ 
tion, told 250 supporters that he 
wanted to concentrate on being 
“a better partner, brother, uncle, 
and friend.” The 58-year-old 
Representative said he had based 
the decision on personal, rather 
than political, reasons. 

Studds, an 11-term Democrat 
who was first elected in 1972, 
was censured by the House in 
1983 for having sex with a 
teenage congressional page ten 
years earlier, but was re-elected 
by a wide margin in 1984 after 
winning a bitter primary fight in

New Year’s Raid of 
AIDS Fundraiser 
Prompts Lawsuit

Seven people who charge they 
were brutalized during an unwar¬ 
ranted police raid of a private 
SoMa New Year’s Eve benefit 
party have sued the police officers 
they claim assaulted them. 

The suit was filed on Hal¬ 
loween by attorney Nanci Clarence 
of Steele, Clarence, and Buckley 
on behalf of plaintiffs Larry Acker¬ 
man, David Bowman, Donald 
Branchflower, Graham Cruick- 
shank, Eric Shannonhouse, and 
Eden Somberg. 

The lawsuit names the City and 
County of San Francisco, Chief of 
Police Anthony Ribera, Southern 
Police Station, Sergeant John 
Haggett, Sergeant Steven 
Bosshard, Sergeant Edward San¬ 
tos, and Officer Hoyt Wong as de¬ 
fendants. Also listed are “Doe”s 1 - 
30, who are currently unidentified 
officers of the San Francisco Police 
Department, according to 
Clarence. 

The plaintiffs attended a New 
Year’s benefit for artists who are 
HIV-positive or who have AIDS, at 
938 Harrison Street, in the South of 
Market district. According to the 
lawsuit, the party was disrupted at 4 
a.m. on New Year’s Day by a “large 
group” of law enforcement officers 
including Haggett, Bosshard, 
Wong, and Santos - who “com¬ 
menced to storm the premises” and 
brutalized and ridiculed the guests. 

According to Clarence, the raid 

included physical brutality; unwar¬ 
ranted and illegal arrests, search, 
and seizure; and anti-gay epithets 
by officers. It was the subject of a 
massive seven month investigation 
by the Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints, which sustained charges 
against 27 officers. Six of the offi¬ 
cers are slated to go before the Po¬

lice Commission for discipline that 
could include dismissal from the 
police force. 

According to Clarence, the 
OCC investigation discovered that 
officers didn’t just commit acts of 
brutality - they also lied about the 
way they reported the incident and 
violated California laws preventing 
hate crimes based on sexual orien¬ 
tation and HIV status. 

The acts of police abuse alleged 
in the lawsuit include a brutal as¬ 
sault against photographer Eden 
Somberg, who was trying to docu¬ 
ment the abuses she witnessed but 
was thrown to the ground by 

Haggett — who then placed his po- 

lice boot on her face and pushed 
down on her while he illegally at¬ 
tempted to wrest her camera away. 
After she was forced to relinquish 
the camera, Haggett pulled her up 
and violently handcuffed her. 

She was released after five 
hours detention at the Hall of Jus¬ 


tice, but her camera remained in 
police custody for several days and 
was returned to her without film. 

Among the other allegations in 
the suit are charges that Cruick- 
shank was subjected to an illegal 
search by Haggett, who chased him 
down as he was exiting the event, 
placed his arm around Cruick- 
shank’s neck, and throttled him as 
he pushed him to the floor. Cruick- 
shank lost his ability to breathe and 
began to lose consciousness. 

According to the lawsuit, Joey 
Cain observed officers standing 
next to the coat check line as peo¬ 
ple were attempting to exit the 
event - and when he inquired 
where their badges were, he was 
violently thrown onto the cement 
floor and later carried outside by 
Bosshard - who lifted Cain into the 
air and bodily hurled him head-first 
into a police van, causing Cain se¬ 
rious physical injury. 

According to the lawsuit, the 
officers present at the scene also re¬ 
peatedly used anti-gay epithets and 
made biased comments about peo¬ 
ple with HIV and AIDS. 

“I am confident that a jury pre¬ 
sented with these and other equally 
egregious facts will tell the City 
and County and its Police Depart¬ 
ment - in no uncertain terms - that 
such conduct will not be tolerated,” 
Clarence said. 

Clarence also blasted the Police 
Department and the Police Com¬ 
mission for failing to hold discipli¬ 
nary hearings against the officers 
charged in the OCC investigation . 

“The investigation was con¬ 
cluded in irua-f\ugust. i 

fathom why the Commission has 
not yet held its hearings,” Clarence 
said. 

“I feel the Police Commission 
is being held hostage to electoral 
politics,” she said. ▼ 


SoMa Bashers To Face 
Felony Hate Crime Charges

Hate crimes charges will stand 
against the three suspects accused 
of violently ambushing a San 
Francisco gay man south of Mar¬ 
ket on October 21, according to 
sources close to the investigation. 

San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment Special Investigations 
Sergeant Herman P. Jones said the 
three suspects - Jonathan Bell, 24, 
Joseph Stellin, 29, and John Lee, 
21 - will be arraigned later this 
month, each on felony counts of 
aggravated assault, battery, and a 
hate crime. 

Investigator Chuck Haines of 
the District Attorney’s Office Hate 
Crimes Unit confirmed to the Bay 


Area Reporter that the hate crimes 
charge will be prosecuted. He 
added that the D.A.’s office will 
request a hearing to increase bail 
from $3,000, which the suspects 
have already posted. 

“Because of the nature of the 
crime I think they are a danger to 
the community,” said Haines. 

Haines commented that the 
past year has witnessed many 
more hate crimes against San 
Francisco’s gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgender population. “Hate 
crimes in general have trended 
up,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

From September 15, 1994 
through 1995, felony hate crimes 
have jumped 330 percent, from 


three cases to ten. That figure does 
not include a rash of attacks this 
fall, including the assault in which 
the three suspects are accused, 
Haines added. 

Even so, he said, cases of hate 
crimes against gays, bisexuals, 
lesbians, and transgenders filed 
with the District Attorney’s office 
have never returned to previously 
high levels of the late 1980s, even 
with periodic increases. 

He credited the stricter 
statutes, which the California 
State Supreme Court recently up¬ 
held, with stemming the wave of 
violence. “What happens is that 
people become aware that these 
things are crimes, and they will be 
treated as crimes,” said Haines. ▼

The lawsuit also seeks a judg¬ 
ment of damages against Rofes 
and Paras and the 50 unnamed 
Does, based on the accounting 
firm’s economic losses from liti¬ 
gation - and based on the defen¬ 
dants’ “malicious and fraudulent 
conduct” in connection with the 
financial mismanagement of city 
c6ri tracts. 


The lawsuit also asserted to the 
Superior Court that when APC 
was engaged in February 1992 to 
audit Shanti Project financial 
statements for the fiscal year end¬ 
ing June 30, 1992, its engagement 
letter expressly said its accounting 
services were not designed to de¬ 
tect fraud, and that the preparation 
of the financial statements them¬ 
selves and the maintenance of an 
adequate accounting system were 
the responsibility of Shanti Pro¬ 
ject management. 


Shanti was stripped of more 
than $2 million in local AIDS 
housing contracts because of the 
financial mismanagement and has 
never really recovered from the 
scandal, initially brought to the at¬ 
tention of the Health Department 
by a complaint from Shanti Hous¬ 
ing Manager Ellen Hardtke. 

Rofes and Paras resigned over 
the incident in 1993; both re¬ 
ceived cash and benefit settle¬ 
ments from the agency in connec¬ 
tion with their departure. ▼

focus on the responsibility of keeping our city and county running 
with the least amount of friction. 

In short, he has proved he is the mayor of all San Franciscans. 
That may not seem like much to ask of a mayor, but just ask residents 
of other cities if they’re getting as much from theirs. Go on. Ask 
them. 

For that matter, also ask them if their cities are better, or worse, 
or about the same as they were in 1991: most will readily admit the 
quality of life has been declining, and fast. Compare that with San 
Francisco during the Jordan administration, where - despite an epi¬ 
demic of homelessness and poverty that has gripped every comer of 
America - our streets are cleaner and our neighborhoods seem safer. 
Even if the quality of life here were only holding steady, that’s as¬ 
tonishing 15 years into the Reagan revolution. 

Which leads to another point: considering where the latest elec¬ 
tions placed so many purse strings, it’s important for voters to think 
seriously about which candidate is most likely to be a decent bread¬ 
winner for San Francisco. It isn’t a trivial question. Those “block 
grants” everyone is talking about will almost certainly be passed out 
like mackerels at a Sea World show, and we know certain legislators 
are not above denying money to San Francisco for purely political 
reasons. 

Pollsters have been asking voters about their positive and nega¬ 
tive impressions of the various candidates (from which other voters 
are presumably supposed to form positive and negative impressions) 
but the impressions of those Washington and Sacramento officials 


who’ll pass out the allowance may matter more. Somehow, Jordan 
has always managed to appeal to those lawmakers - and when he 
brings that money home he spends it on city services and programs 
that benefit everyone. And everyone, in Jordan’s vision, includes us. 

For all those reasons, and more, the Bay Area Reporter urges gay 
and lesbian voters to look clearly and unemotionally at Frank Jor¬ 
dan’s record, and vote for his reelection. He has earned it. 

To return to the subject of incumbency, and giving credit where 
it’s due, we also support the reelections of Sheriff Mike Hennessey 
and District Attorney Arlo Smith. 

It’s hard to imagine anyone voting against Sheriff Hennessey, 
who has managed over time to rectify a lot of wrongs within the 
Sheriff’s Department. Although some problems still exist - mainly 
at the antiquated San Bruno Jail facility - Hennessey has fought for 
prisoners’ rights.

Discriminostek? 

I am a little dismayed but not surprised to see that 
discrimination charges were finally brought against 
Diagnostek, Inc. I, too, have been discriminated 
against by Diagnostek based on my HIV status, [sub¬ 
ject to] verbal and sexual harassment by a former 
manager and racial and gender harassment by another 
former manager. 

Unfortunately for myself, my case supposedly 
wasn’t solid enough for my former attorney to pursue 
and wasn’t worth the cost for another attorney to even 
consider taking my case. On several different occa¬ 
sions since February 1995,1 even asked the law firm 
representing Mr. Monroe to represent me. I even fur¬ 
nished them with information, at their request, regard¬ 
ing my case. To this day I have not heard a yes or a no. 

August 1994, another employee who had been out 
sick with an AIDS-related illness returned to work 
only to be met with a faxed memo, which was okayed 
by Diagnostek and which I have a copy of, stating that 
the company was “eliminating his position.” Unlike 
Mr. Monroe, they did give this employee notice but 
not just cause. 

Through frenzied meetings he was able to keep his 
job and maintain enough hours so that he could pay 
for his private insurance without dipping into Diag- 
nostek’s purse to provide insurance for him. 

Coincidence? I don’t think so! 

I’ve received the help of the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission to handle my case and to try to reach a settle¬ 
ment. In fact, they are the only ones who have stood 
by my side, believing in me and my case. 

I am requesting that my name be held from this let¬ 
ter, if published, due to the ongoing negotiations be¬ 
tween the Human Rights Commission and Diagnos¬ 
tek, Inc. (now known as ValueRx Health.)

W.’S Self-righteous, judgmental attitudes a cold-shoul¬ 
der response. I hate to burst the bubble of anyone’s 
victim mentality, but it is possible to disagree with 
someone of a different color and not be a racist. 

Being self-righteous and judgmental is not indica¬ 
tive of any race. Those character weaknesses are dis¬ 
tributed equally among all human beings regardless of 
race, gender, sexual orientation, etc. And Mr. W.’s 
condemnation of our community, especially the white 
gay males, is not only inaccurate, but tired and reverse 
discrimination. 

I sincerely want to thank the Stop AIDS Project for 
educating me and many of my friends in the begin¬ 
ning of this terrible epidemic. I credit their contribu¬ 
tion to our community as one of the prime reasons 
I’ve remained HIV-. I’m sure that they are responsible 
for many, many men and women staying HIV- and/or 
seeking help in the early stages of infection. 

I’ve known many individuals in Recovery with 
HIV who have done a great deal for our community, 
on many levels, including feeding the homeless, 
reaching out to prisoners seeking recovery, and other 
important, selfless community services. They did 
those things without bragging in the press about how 
important they were - that’s called humility. That’s the 
opposite of being judgmental. 

I may be acting judgmental in writing this letter; 
however, after I read Mr. W.’s letter and then turned to 
the Obituary page and saw so many wonderful, beau¬ 
tiful faces of many decent, caring men, his letter 
seemed particularly uncalled for and just a little too 
self-indulgent. I do not apologize for saying, again, 
that infection from the HIV virus does not mean in¬ 
stant Sainthood, anymore than it does imply rejection 
from the Creator. It’s a disease, and individuals take 
their personal ethics with them into its clutches. 

I sincerely hope that those members of the group 
he attended who were understandably afraid of taking 
the Test, will find some caring, sensitive ears to dis¬ 
cuss their fears with. Fear is not a sin - it’s just a nor¬ 
mal human emotion. With loving (not self-righteous) 
support it can be dealt with. I’ve had many tests, and 
my sexual practices have not changed, and even 
though I am in somewhat of a safer likelihood of still 
coming up HIV-, it is still gut-wrenching to take the 
test. I think that anyone who is living in fear of the 
Test may probably have a good reason to. Especially 
if they have no support network to fall back on, like 
so many people in the Recovery Networks have and 
seem to forget that many others do not. I strongly urge 
anyone in that state of fear to get reliable, strong coun¬ 
seling before taking the Test.

Tower’s records 

As the general manager of Tower Records at Mar¬ 
ket St. and Noe, I feel I must comment ancf point out 
some discrepancies contained in your article dated 
October 19th. First of all I am deeply troubled that 
your article seemed so one-sided in your depiction of 
Tower Records and our employees. We have partici¬ 
pated, organized, and made donations to many com¬ 
munity organizations that support all human rights, 
such as sponsoring the west coast record release party 
benefiting the Gay and Lesbian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission, one of two events here sponsored and sup¬ 
ported by the Advocate, making donations to ACT UP 
as well as Project Open Hand and supporting as many 
community organizations as we are able to. 

I want to make it clear that we did support Mr. 
Walker when he came into our store on October 16th 
seeking our assistance. The police were called imme¬ 
diately upon Mr. Walker’s request, not after threats 
were made. My concern about detaining the “teenage 
girls” (who in reality were 9 & 10 years old) was two¬ 
fold; being adolescents and with the unfortunate situ¬ 
ation not occurring on our property, we didn’t have 
any legal rights to detain them. Also it has been my 
experience that occasionally the police take a few 
hours to arrive, and I didn’t feel comfortable detaining 
these individuals that long. I obtained copies of the 
girls’ ID in the proper manner so that Mr. Walker 
could file his complaint with the police department. I 
felt that my behavior was responsible and also very 
empathetic to Mr. Walker. In fact he recently called 
me personally to thank me for my kindness and the re¬ 
sponse he received from my security personnel. 

In this world there is a lot of hatred and violence 
experienced by many people. The majority of us em¬ 
ployed here at Tower have experienced some form of 
this personally. On behalf of myself and my staff I feel 
that we are good, decent citizens and support the 
rights of all people, not only those in our own com¬ 
munity, but the basic rights of everyone. 

I am extremely sorry that this unfortunate situation 
occurred. I do feel strongly, however, that we did the 
right thing in response to Mr. Walker’s concerns. Dif¬ 
ficult situations can sometimes become inflamed by 
incomplete or slanted reports. I feel that this has hap¬ 
pened in this case and has created unfortunate per¬ 
spectives on Tower Records and the people who work 
here. I am hoping that this will clear things up.

Rhetorical positions 

I am a lesbian who lives and works in San Fran¬ 
cisco. I was really enthusiastic when Roberta Achten¬ 
berg announced her candidacy for mayor. As both a 
woman and a progressive, I thought her entrance into 
the race would really shake things up. I believed she 
could pull the city together and forge a new progres¬ 
sive coalition that would rid us of Frank Jordan. I ex¬ 
pected her to speak to the issues. I devoured every 
piece of campaign literature that she produced. Un¬ 
fortunately, I have only been disappointed, and in 
some instances, downright angered by what I’ve read. 

The press has made much about Roberta’s position 
papers, so I looked to them in hopes of gathering in¬ 
sight into her vision. I was disappointed at their real 
lack of substance. (I read most of them - environment, 
city services, neighborhoods, immigration, and finan¬ 
cial systems.) I find them mainly superficial campaign 
rhetoric rather than clearly articulated analyses of the 
crucial issues facing San Francisco. If you are truly a 
reformer, I expect to see at least a somewhat detailed 
blueprint of those proposed reforms. 

For example, I live in a moderate income neigh¬ 
borhood in the Mission district, and in general the 
streets are not as clean as the streets in Pacific Heights 
or other, more affluent neighborhoods. We do not 
have enough garbage cans in a very densely populat¬ 
ed neighborhood. Our streets are not cleaned as often 
as they should be. Perhaps some “no littering” signs 
would help. While her paper on the neighborhoods 
speaks generally about the importance of the city’s 
neighborhoods, it fails to mention specific problems. 
What’s Roberta going to do about the disparity in the 
delivery of services to less affluent neighborhoods? 

Roberta’s much-heralded paper on the environ¬ 
ment mentions high cancer rates in Bay View, but fails 
to really name the problems and propose solutions. 
It’s called “environmental racism!” What about allo¬ 
cating greater resources for health services specifical¬ 
ly targeting the community to deal with the health is¬ 
sues that are the direct result from the toxins that have 
been dumped there?

Make cops accountable 

As 1995 draws to a close we can consider on the 
shocking abuses of police power that we have wit¬ 
nessed this year. 

1995 opened with 40 officers beating New Year’s 
revelers at a benefit for an AIDS charity. Then, as 
Spring rolled into Summer, the Immigration and Nat¬ 
uralization Services intensified raids, with the illegal 
collaboration of the SFPD. June and September were 
marked by the police murders of two African-Ameri¬ 
can men, Aaron Williams and William Hankston. And 
since August, the SFPD has been terrorizing homeless 
people in Golden Gate Park - using excessive force 
and taking chainsaws to trees to destroy people’s liv¬ 
ing places. 

Proposition G provides a window of opportunity to 
reverse this violent trend. If passed, it would make the 
Office of Citizen Complaints, the civilian oversight 
agency, more effective by increasing the OCC’s ac¬ 
countability to the Board of Supervisors. Further¬ 
more, it would ensure that any money for settlements 
arising from incidents of police misconduct would 
come out of the Police Department’s own budget, not 
the City’s General Fund. 

Prop G will not wave a magic wand to end police 
brutality, but we desperately need a stronger OCC as 
we continue to work to end police crimes. 

Vote Yes on G.

Politics, Sacramento style 

Willie Brown claims his days of supporting the to¬ 
bacco industry are behind him. If so, he needs to ex¬ 
plain some strange contributions he has received. 

Steve Merksamer, an attorney with the Sacramen¬ 
to lobbying firm of Neilson, Merksamer et al, gave 
$500 on August 8 to Brown’s mayoral campaign com¬ 
mittee. Merksamer - a Republican who once served 
as Governor George Deukmejian’s chief of staff - cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t have strong ideological ties to Brown. 
Perhaps the contribution is a result of Neilson, Merk- 
samer’s ties to the tobacco industry. They have re¬ 
ceived $2 million in lobbying fees from the tobacco 
industry over the years, more than any other lobbying 
firm in California. 

Brown has also received $2,000 from Frank Fat 
and his family. And why not? After all, Frank Fat’s 
Sacramento restaurant has gotten rich over the years 
as the site of many of Brown’s insider deals. It was the 
site of Brown’s famous napkin deal where the tobac¬ 
co industry got a tort “reform” law protecting them 
from product liability suits. 

If Brown expects to restore San Franciscans’ faith 
in City Hall, he can’t do it with $acramento-$tyle 
Politics. And he shouldn’t get away with hiding 
where the money is coming from.

A Free Lunch 


fter my prediction in last 
week’s column that re¬ 
tired General Colin 
Powell will enter the 
presidential fray as a Republican, 
a very pleasant man and self-de¬ 
scribed “longtime reader” called 
to bet me lunch that “Powell will 
duck the race, and Dole will be the 
GOP nominee and go on to kick 
Bill Clinton’s ass.” Gentle reader, 
I took that bet. 

Although Powell apparently 
has not yet disclosed his plans to 
even his closest associates, he has 
begun sounding more and more 
like a candidate. In addition, sup¬ 
port for Senator Bob Dole, the 
supposed GOP front-runner, is 
dropping in current polls, making 
a Powell candidacy that much 
more likely. Indeed, the African- 
American former chair of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff is now expected to 
formally announce for the Repub¬ 
lican nomination before Thanks¬ 
giving.

The Bronx native has so far 
been considered a “moderate” - at 
least by Republican standards. 
However, Powell watchers have 
of late detected a slight turn to the 
right on such issues as abortion, 
gay rights, affirmative action, gun 
control, organized prayer in 
schools, and the like. 

The savvy general must be 
aware that you don’t get the GOP 
nomination these days running as 
a Rockefeller Republican. Even 
so, the conservatives who pull the 
Republican Party’s strings still see 
him as little more than a Democrat 
in GOP clothing. 

Colin Powell can’t help but 
know that as a declared candidate 

he will not continue getting the 

unreserved public adulation he re¬ 
ceived on his recent 27-city book 
tour. Insiders say he is, in fact, an¬ 
ticipating a battle against Dole, 
Pat Buchanan, Phil Gramm, and 
the other, more conservative can¬ 
didates. 

Most political observers are 
forecasting that if Powell does 
enter the GOP race, the “battle of 
the Republicans” becomes a two- 
way contest between Powell and 
Dole, with Gramm falling into a 
duel with Buchanan for the third 
spot. While the senate majority 
leader currently holds the most 
support among Republican leaders 
and has the best-financed political 
organization, which would likely 
carry him to a win in the nation’s 
first primary in New Hampshire, 
polls have shown that a Powell 
candidacy would quickly change 
all that. 

Indeed, a recent national poll 
by The Wirthlin Group (headed by 
Richard Wirthlin, a veteran of the 
Reagan presidency) indicates that 
the 1996 race remains wide open 
and shows Powell with greater 
drawing power than either Presi- 
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dent Clinton or Dole. When 1,108 
voters were asked who they would 
“most like to see become the next 
president,” only 55 percent ex¬ 
pressed an opinion, with 15 per¬ 
cent choosing Powell and five per¬ 
cent going for Dole. The poll con¬ 
trasts with one done by the same 
group six weeks earlier that 
showed Dole at nine percent and 
Powell four points back. (Presi¬ 
dent Clinton scored 22 percent in 
the first poll and lost two points in 
the second.) 

Last week, Robert Teeter, one 
of the GOP’s most prominent 
strategists, said that “the question 
is whether Powell can win the 
nomination. I believe he can, and 
if he does get the nomination, he 
gets elected.” Powell, who counts 
many prominent Democrats 
among his close friends, even con¬ 
ferred for over an hour last week 
with former President Jimmy 
Carter - who, according to a 
Carter aide, reportedly came away 
from the meeting “convinced 
Powell is going to run.” 

Will Colin Powell run for pres¬ 
ident? he, if nominated, de¬ 

feat Bill Clinton? I think the an¬ 
swer to both questions is yes, 
though the president would be a 
tough opponent. Anyway, what 
the hell, it’s only lunch!

So who won the mayoral de¬ 
bate^)? Damned if I know! I like 
them all but will vote for Frank 
“Shower to Shower” Jordan. 
After all, if the Examiner, a paper 
that has spent the past four years 
trashing the mayor, now urges his 
re-election, who am I to quibble? 

Angela Alioto, long one of my 
favorite people, made it clear to 
me that she will run against John 
Burton next year for retiring Mil- 
ton Marks’s state senate seat. 

Missed at City Hall: former 
Supervisor Harry Britt, one of 
our community’s finest. 

The talk’s already starting in 
high Democratic Party circles that 
despite Lieutenant Governor 
Gray Davis’s announcement last 
week that the governorship is “the 
next logical step” for him, Sena¬ 


tor Dianne Feinstein is the pre¬ 
ferred candidate, as the Demos are 
desperate to recapture the state’s 
top job and feel our former mayor 
is the only one capable of such a 
feat. 

More bad news for Democrats: 
Representative Gerry Studds 
(D-Mass.), one of only three out 
gay members of the House and 
now serving his 12th term, will 
not run again next year. That is a 
loss. 

In the South Bay, GOP state 
Senator Tom Campbell is ex¬ 
pected to easily defeat Democrat 
Jerry Estruth in a special election 
for retired Representative Norm 
Minetta’s seat. Meanwhile, in San 
Jose’s 23rd District assembly race, 
openly gay candidate Ken Yeager 
has picked up the important en¬ 
dorsement of Santa Clara County 
Supe Ron Gonzales, who chose 
Yeager over a board colleague for 
the ’96 election. 

The rumor continues that San 
Mateo Congressman Tom Lan- 
tos will retire next year. If that 
happens, look for Andrew Clark, 
a bright young lawyer in D.A. 
Arlo Smith’s office (and a 
nephew of Kathleen and Jerry 
Brown), to jump in with some 
big-name support. 

By the way, when I mentioned 
in this column last week that over 
10% of D.A. Arlo Smith’s office 
professional staff is lesbian or gay, 

I forgot to say: I’m one of them, 
and damn proud of it.

n Friday and Saturday, 
I October 20 and 21, a 
V 'f4 group of women set the 
Wkmw Mission on fire.

production. 

Fortunately, Long Journey 
Home evolved, in the time be¬ 
tween this first production and the 
more recent performance, into a 
powerful work of art that packs a 
serious punch - the impact of 
which wakes one’s soul, leaves a 
dull ache in the gut, and inspires 
deep sighs of recognition and 
longing.

The participants were all 
women of color of varying sexu¬ 
alities and backgrounds. The 
pieces presented ranged in style 
from song to poetry to story to 
dance, yet the grace in their exe¬ 
cution blurred the lines between 
these forms of expression so that 
in ways they were all song, poet¬ 
ry, story and dance. 

Voices of the future 

After each piece I’d think, 
“Wow, that was fucking amaz¬ 
ing,” convinced it was the high¬ 
light of the show, only to be 
equally effected by the following 
work. These 12 women - Debra 
Knight, Anita Johnson, Xochi- 
quetzal Candelaria, Imani, Nicole 
Gonzales, Rona Fernandez, Traci 
Bartlow, Sandra Garcia, Barbara 
Reyes, Jeannette Mabalatan, 
“Lady Blue” and Samiya A. 
Bashir - all possess voices that 
will shape our future. You may 
not have heard of many of them 
yet ... but you will. 

This delightful dozen 
broached many subjects in their 
work, all related to their “homes” 
and their journeys to or within 
that place. Some of their lyrical 
performances referred to a greater 
community that was home and 
others to the actual physical 
place, but all took us to their re¬ 
spective realities of what it meant 
to be female, of color and, in 
many instances, queer. The sto¬ 
ries, illustrated but not preached, 
ranged in subject from sexual 
abuse, to first periods, to skin tone 
(i.e., being light in a dark-skinned 
family and dark in a light-skinned 
one). 

While many of the issues 
touched upon were heavy, the 
feeling of the show was not some¬ 
thing that weighed you down but 
rather one whose strength lifted 
the sombemess from everything 
in the room and allowed it to dis¬ 
sipate, replacing tears with 
smiles. I suppose what I’m saying 
is that the experience was healing 
- not in a New Age sort of way 
but in the way that speaking one’s 
truth with conviction and passion 
evokes a high that allows one to 
soar. 

There were four places in the 
show where a vocal chorus sang a 
cappella: the opening of the first 
and second halves, and the clos¬ 
ing as well. The final choral 
piece, Ferron’s Testimony, ended 
with the chorus members taking 
the audience’s hands and pulling 
us to our feet. The show drew to a 
close with everyone standing and 
singing together on the journey 
home: By my light be I spirit/By 
my life be I woman/By my eyes be 
/ open/By my hands be I whole. 

(And by their words be they 
free.)

wo years and one name 
change later, two women 
from Hawaii are going 
strong with the monthly 
publication for lesbians, ICON:

So strong, in fact, the San 
Francisco board of supervisors 
recognized Publisher Denise 
Ratliff and Managing Editor Deb¬ 
orah Oakley-Melvin in a resolu¬ 
tion issued last month to coincide 
with the pub’s second anniversary 
and Gay History Month.

Icon started as DykeSpeak, but 
the name was changed last sum¬ 
mer after columnist Terry Baum’s 
press credentials to the U.N. Con¬ 
ference on Women in Beijing were 
nearly yanked when she applied 
under the DykeSpeak moniker. 
Plus, after almost of two years the 
vibes from women through many 
sectors of the community had 
worn thin. 

Ratliff told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the idea for a magazine 
took form when the pair moved to 
San Francisco six years ago. “We 
expected that there would be this 
incredible lesbian, cultural scene 
here. We were surprised that there 
was no lesbian-specific magazine. 

“Lesbians are on the cutting 
edge of American culture,” she 
said. “Lesbian society deserves a 
paper of its own.” 

They combined Deborah’s 
writing experience with the queer 
press, and from freelancing stints 

in Hawaii for Honolulu Publica¬ 
tions, and Denise’s artistic and 
graphic design skills to start their 
magazine, which they said now 
generates calls throughout the 
Western United States from les¬ 
bians wondering when Icon will 
be coming to their town. 

Ratliff said reaching advertis¬ 
ers is a little more difficult, and 
Icon is trying to put a stop to two 
major misconceptions about les¬ 
bians: “That all lesbians are poor 
and don’t have any money to 
spend, so it makes them a poor 
market to reach. Secondly, it’s the 
woman thing, the concept that 
women in general don’t spend.” 

Large advertisers like GirlBar 
in Los Angeles and national ad¬ 
vertisers like Bud Lite and other 
companies promise to help them 
meet their overhead in the midst 


of extraordinary increases in paper 
costs recently. 

Their biggest dilemma will be 
finding the resources with which 
to grow from the current 32-page 
average to the desired length of 64 
pages. “We have much more to 
say than we have the space to say 
it in,” Deborah said. 

Both women have been heavi¬ 
ly involved in the San Francisco 
lesbian and gay community since 
arriving here in 1989: Deborah 
served as West Coast regional del¬ 
egate for Stonewall 25, and was 
recently voted in as the new presi¬ 
dent of the board for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, & 
Transgender Pride Parade Cele¬ 
bration Committee. And a new 
book entitled Out In All Directions 
by Lynn Witt and Jerry Thomas 
features three of Denise’s designs, 
including the second anniversary 
issue cover, the cover from their 
May 1994 lesbian motherhood 
issue, and a June 1994 Pride car¬ 
toon.

Studds also authored stricter 
drinking water standards that 
would have established Cryp¬ 
tosporidium monitoring for the 
first time in America. The stan¬ 
dards were to take effect this year 
until the Republican majority in 
Congress scuttled them, claiming 
they were intrusive over-regula¬ 
tion.

In announcing his intentions 
not to run, Studds said he would 
continue to serve his constituents 
for the next 14 months, “and then

tle.

Dear Sen. Helms.. 

Advice columnist Ann Landers 
refused to back down when one of 
her readers wrote to complain 
about her opinion of U.S. Senator 
Jesse Helms. The reader who 
wrote was Helms himself. 

In a column printed several 
weeks ago, Landers had ques¬ 
tioned the Senator’s views on 
AIDS. Helms has frequently con¬ 
demned funding for research and 
care related to this “homosexual 
disease.” 

More recently, in her October 
15 column, Landers has printed a 
letter from Helms, who wrote to 
“clarify” his record. “I have indeed 
called for a fairer and more equi¬ 
table balance in federal funding for 
AIDS and a number of other dis¬ 
eases including heart disease and 
cancer,” Helms claimed. “As for 
AIDS being transmitted through 
blood transfusions and by unsteril¬ 
ized needles, you are, of course, 
correct. But as has been made clear 
by many medical authorities long 
ago, the ultimate origin of all such 
AIDS-tainted blood has been ho¬ 
mosexual contact.” 

Landers replied: “Dear Sen. 
Helms - Your statement ‘the ulti¬ 
mate origin of all such AIDS- 
tainted blood has been homosexu¬ 
al contact’ is patently incorrect. 
The Centers for Disease Control 
does not know where the virus 
originated, but it infects both ho¬ 
mosexuals and heterosexuals 
alike.” Landers also refuted 
Helms’s claim she mistakenly as¬ 
serted he wanted to reduce AIDS 
funding. Landers reminded the 
senator of his own despicable 
record: “You have sponsored four 
amendments to the 1995 Ryan 
White Comprehensive AIDS Re¬ 
sources and Emergency (CARE) 
Act that would severely cut fund¬ 
ing for AIDS.” 

Landers also reminded Helms 
that he has indeed voted for legis¬ 
lation that would restrict “funds 
from being used for organizations 
that provide lifesaving services, 
counseling ... and accurate med¬ 
ical information for gays and in¬ 
travenous drug users.” After de¬ 
tailing each of the amendments, 
Landers pointedly asked the Sena¬ 
tor: “Are you aware that AIDS is 
the leading killer of Americans 
ages 25 to 44?” 

It is especially gratifying that a 
columnist with Landers’s clout 
has refused to capitulate to the stu¬ 
pidity and hate of Jesse Helms. 
Landers is the most widely-syndi¬ 


cated columnist in the world. Her 
daily advice appears in over 1,200 
newspapers and reaches 90 mil¬ 
lion readers. 

Coincidentally, Landers’ first 
column was printed exactly 40 
years earlier, on October 16, 1955. 
In that premiere piece, she offered 
some advice to an adulterous hus¬ 
band. That advice could easily be 
given today to Senator Jesse 
Helms. 

“Time wounds all heels,” Lan¬ 
ders wrote. “You’ll get yours.”

Gay Politicos Endorse 
in Bitter D.A. Race 


by Dennis Conkin 

Erstwhile city supervisor, cur¬ 
rent New College of California 
humanities professor, and long¬ 
time gay activist Harry Britt 
stepped into a hotbed of political 
controversy and endorsed incum¬ 
bent District Attorney Arlo Smith 
at a Halloween Day press confer¬ 
ence. Supervisor Carole Migden 
also appeared at the press confer¬ 
ence to reiterate her own endorse¬ 
ment of Smith. 

Britt used the conference, held 
at the historic Elephant Walk 
restaurant and bar on the corner of 
18th and Castro Streets, to launch 
a highly critical attack on Supervi¬ 
sor Terence Hallinan’s bid for the 
post. 

“I’m here because a friend has 
asked me to come out and support 
him. I met Arlo Smith almost 20 
years ago,” Britt said at the sparse¬ 
ly attended event. He went on to 
say that he abhorred the cliche 
phrase “friend of the community,” 
because “it comes out of a time of 
our history of the weakest days of 
our lives”; nevertheless, he said, 
Smith was truly such a person. 

Britt noted that Smith and his 
wife volunteered for former Su¬ 
pervisor Harvey Milk’s election 
effort, and said when Smith de¬ 
feated D.A. Joe Freitas - largely 
due to citywide outrage over the 
bungled prosecution of former Su¬ 
pervisor Dan White, who assassi¬ 
nated Milk and former Mayor 
George Moscone in 1979 - he was 
able to “cut through a massive 
wall of distrust” of the criminal 
justice system by the lesbian and 
gay community, and cut through it 
“quickly and deeply.” 

During his tenure in office. 
Smith has increased the number 
of openly lesbian and gay assis¬ 
tant district attorneys from one, 
when he took office, to 11, and in¬ 
stituted a hate crimes prosecution 
unit. He also has seven openly 
lesbian and gay investigators 
among his staff, including B.A.R. 
political editor and SF Police 
Commission member Wayne Fri¬ 
day. Also, “a large measure of city 
fiscal support for programs of 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence comes from the District At¬ 
torney’s victim assistance funds,” 
Britt said. 

Remember ... 

Britt said that the lesbian and 
gay community “had to remem¬ 
ber” that Hallinan opposed Har¬ 
vey Milk for Supervisor in 1977

and played to anti-gay elements in 
the Castro, Eureka, and Noe Val¬ 
ley areas. 

“My memory of Terence Halli¬ 
nan will always be when Harvey 
Milk was killed, Terence Hallinan 
walked into Dianne Feinstein’s of¬ 
fice and lobbied for the job. I 
know because I was still talking to 
Dianne then. He felt he was enti¬ 
tled to the seat.” 

Hallinan denied the charge, 
and said he “never had a conver¬ 
sation with Dianne Feinstein ex¬ 
cept one time when she asked me 
to help when there was that recall 
effort against her.” 

Hallinan was later elected to 
the board and has since hired two 
gay men as legislative aides, but 
Britt said he was concerned that 
“he was nothing other than a 
politician.” 

“He’s a bitter person,” Halli¬ 
nan said. “I’m not anti-gay, I’ve 
never been anti-gay; I have always 
been for complete civil rights and 
civil liberties. 

“The only problem was that I 
lived in District 5 and had to run 
against Harvey Milk and later 
Harry Britt,” Hallinan told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Hallinan stressed his commit¬ 
ment to gay rights and AIDS fund¬ 
ing issues during his tenure as su¬ 
pervisor, and pointed to his suc¬ 
cessful efforts to establish the 
AIDS Health Project’s center in 
the Castro; last year’s historic in¬ 
clusion of transgenders as a pro¬ 
tected class under the city’s 
Human Rights ordinance; and his 


support for efforts to remove anti¬ 
gay Reverend Eugene Lumpkin 
from the city’s Human Rights 
Commission last year. 

Endorsement 

denouncement 

Britt also expressed concern 
about attorney Doug Schmidt’s 
endorsement of Smith challenger 
and former Assistant District At¬ 
torney Bill Fazio. Schmidt repre¬ 
sented Dan White with the infa¬ 
mous ‘Twinkie Defense” that led 
to his conviction on manslaughter 
charges in the double-homicide 
and a sentence of only five years. 

Although Britt said that he 
wanted to make it clear he did not 
oppose Schmidt’s endorsement of 
Fazio, he did not approve of the 
Fazio campaign’s trumpeting the 
endorsement. 

“Of course Doug Schmidt has 
the perfect right to endorse who he 
wants,” Britt said. “I object to the 
use of the endorsement by the 
Fazio campaign, and I am a little 
surprised Mr. Fazio would choose 
to use his name in an endorse¬ 
ment. 

“I don’t know Bill Fazio, but 
he’s now a serious contender, and 
it seems to me - without knowing 
Bill Fazio - that he signals a kind 
of a return to the District Attorney 
under Joe Freitas,” Britt said. 

He said he was unaware of 
Fazio’s successful prosecution of 
several anti-gay murder cases, and 
acknowledged “that my real beef 
is with Hallinan.” 

Fazio denied Smith campaign 
accusations that Schmidt was a 
“close advisor and supporter,” and 
said that accusations that he had 
been silent on needle exchange or 
medical marijuana issue were 
false. 

“Are you kidding?” Fazio 
asked the Bay Area Reporter. 
“Doug Schmidt has actually given 
Arlo money in campaigns. Am I 
supposed to be tarred because of 
what happened to Dan White 16 
years ago?” 

And he added, “I support nee¬ 
dle exchange, and I have a nice 
letter on my desk from Dennis 
Peron [director of Californians for 
Compassionate Use] about my 
support for medical marijuana.” 

Fazio, a veteran homicide 
prosecutor, was fired by Smith 
after he announced he would seek 
Smith’s seat earlier this year; he 
has filed a lawsuit over the termi¬ 
nation, charging that it was an ille¬ 
gal violation of his constitutional 
rights. ▼

Mayoral candidate Willie 
Brown is to issue a policy paper 
on AIDS Thursday, November 2 at 
the AIDS Memorial Grove in 
Golden Gate Park at 11 a.m. 

According to an advance of his 
policy paper received by the 
B.A.R., the proposals will call for 
creating a position with the 
Mayor’s cabinet dedicated to ad¬ 
dressing AIDS/HIV issues; con¬ 
vening a summit of HIV/AIDS 
within the first three months of his 
administration; and promoting 
creative and cooperative policies 
to ensure that communities affect¬ 
ed by HIV disease are not locked 
into competition for contracts for 
services. 

“My AIDS program will be 
based upon open dialogue, com¬ 
munity process, fiscal responsibil¬ 
ity, effective management, and 
consensus building,” he pledged. 

The policies were developed, 
according to Brown’s campaign 
office, after extensive discussion 
with people with AIDS, medical 
experts, and caregivers, including 
Health Department director San¬ 
dra Hernandez, veteran AIDS care 
physician Marcus Conant, and 
other direct service providers to 
communities of color and low-in-

come PWAs. 

“San Francisco’s response to 
the AIDS/HIV epidemic has been 
tremendous,” according to Brown. 
“San Francisco became the model 
of compassionate care, innovative 
prevention strategies, early re¬ 
search, and volunteerism. We 
have shown the nation what com¬ 
munities can do to take care of 


their own.” 

Brown said that he had been 
actively involved in the communi¬ 
ty response to AIDS since 1983 - 
and that he was responsible for the 
1983 decision by the state of Cali¬ 
fornia to allocate funds for AIDS 
research. 

“From the first statewide AIDS

Mayoral Candidate Willie 
Brown denied Wednesday, No¬ 
vember 1 that his recent com¬ 
ments about Mayor Jordan’s nude 
shower scene with two San Fran¬ 
cisco radio disk jockeys were in 
any way anti-gay. 

Brown told reporters that “I 
don’t think the mayor should be 
having a shower with two other 
men in his home,” after a closely- 
cropped photo of Jordan and the 
KRQR disc jockeys appeared in 
the Friday, October 27 San Fran¬ 
cisco Examiner. 

Brown’s comments were 
blasted by AL Kielwasser, co¬ 
chair of the San Francisco chapter 
of the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation, as “a homo- 
phobic snipe.” 

“Brown’s homophobic com¬ 
ments were probably unintention¬ 
al,” Kielwasser said, “and in some 
ways that makes them even 
worse. His sentiments suggest a 
homophobic streak that seems to 
have been kept under wraps, per¬ 
haps for political gain.” 

Actually, Brown thought Jor¬ 
dan’s antics were probably “the 
strangest shower scene since the 
movie Psycho ,” chuckled cam¬ 
paign spokesman Pat Reilly. 

“Willie Brown was saying that 
he thinks it is inappropriate for 
the mayor of San Francisco to be 
posing with two disk jockeys in a 
shower,” Reilly told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Brown’s comments have noth¬ 
ing do with homophobia at all, 
she said. 

“He’s been in the forefront of 
the fight for the rights of gays and 
lesbians and bisexual and trans¬ 
genders for the last 31 years,” 
Reilly said. 

A mid-1970s measure au¬ 
thored by Brown decriminalized 
sex acts in California between 
consenting adults. ▼

AIDS Housing task force meeting 
- which she chairs, and which 
Iverson calls the task farce - for 
making a sham out of government 
funds available for AIDS housing. 

Iversen appeared as her alter 
ego, “Mayor Surely Mean,” to 
present first prize in the Hall of 
Shame awards to Rusty Keilch, 
Director of the Contra Costa 
County AIDS Programs. “Mayor 
Mean” told the panel Keilch was 
singled out as “a member of this 
task farce, who remained silent 
while her husband John was a 
main vocal opponent to the Rose 
House” proposed - and then re¬ 
jected - “housing project for 
Berkeley PWAs.” 

Keilch denied in an interview 
with the Bay Area Reporter that 
her husband was opposed to the 
Rose Street development. Iversen 
told the B.A.R. that he has agreed 
to meet with John Keilch, but re¬ 
emphasized Keilch’s involvement 
with the NIMBY forces which 


blocked Rose Street. 

Other inductees into the Hall 
of Shame Award were: 

• Ted Edlin, Housing Advisory 
Commission Chair and current 
Task Force member, for stating 
last January that there was no need 
for AIDS housing - because he 
had spoken with pseudo-AIDS re¬ 
searcher Peter Duesberg, who as¬ 
sured him there would be a cure in 
ten months; 

• Robert Kehlman (who was 
vacationing in Sicily at 
presstime), for lobbying HUD 
West Coast Regional Director Art 
Agnos and U.S. Senator Dianne 
Feinstein to have a grant from 
HUD canceled; 

• Sue Wengraf, an aide to 
Council member Betty Olds, who 
is believed to be behind Kehlman 
in getting the $423,000 HUD 
grant for supportive AIDS hous¬ 
ing returned; and 

• Polly Armstrong, for saying 
during city council meetings that 
she was “sure” that people who 
had died of AIDS would approve 
of voting down Rose House. 
“Mayor Mean” chastised her, say¬ 
ing, “No one with AIDS has come 
forward to oppose supportive 
AIDS housing, so Polly had to 
manufacture some spirits.” 

Dean distanced herself from 
the accusations leveled by ACT 
UP, and told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter , “I am going to continue 
with the task force. We have 
brought together people who rep¬ 
resent a wide variety of housing 
interests in Berkeley.” She added 
that an agenda item requesting a 
deadline extension beyond the end 
of 1995 has been dropped. 

As far as getting HUD fur^ds 
returned, she told the B.A.R. I 
didn’t contact HUD, and I don’t 
plan to contact HUD.” T

ACT UP/SF Zaps Crypto 
Task Force Meeting

Three ACT UP/San Francisco 
members disrupted and forced the 
adjournment of the second meet¬ 
ing of Supervisor Carole 
Migden’s Cryptosporidium Task 
Force on Friday, October 27. 
Dressed as ghosts of people with 
AIDS who have died of cryp- 
tosporidiosis, the members of the 
controversial chapter of AIDS ac¬ 
tivists blasted the San Francisco 
Health Department for failing to 
issue advisory recommendations 
urging citizens, particularly peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and other immune 
system diseases, to boil their 
water to prevent contracting the 
parasite. 

The single-celled occyst is 
found in the feces of infected ani¬ 
mals and humans, and is transmit¬ 
ted through contact with the stool 
of an infected person (through 
sexual practices, caregiving, or 
changing diapers) and drinking 
contaminated water. 

Cryptosporidium can cause 
nausea, abdominal cramps, vomit¬ 
ing, and watery diarrhea; it can be 
severe, has no cure, and is life- 
threatening in people with AIDS. 

The AIDS activist group also 
blasted AIDS Office director Dr. 
Mitch Katz, claiming that he has 
refused to issue such an advisory 
in order to “placate the tourist in¬ 
dustry.” 

Ironically, Katz had presented 
the task force with a proposed 
brochure for consideration enti¬ 
tled “Questions and Answers 
About Cryptosporidium,” which 


explains the disease, its symp¬ 
toms, and methods of preventing 
infection by the parasite. 

The brochure suggests that 
people at risk consider boiling tap 
water, drinking distilled water, or 
purchasing a water filter as steps 
they can take to reduce their risk 
of contracting crypto. 

The disruption of the meeting 
by the AIDS activists clearly frus¬ 
trated several representatives of 
ACT UP/Golden Gate, which had 
released a detailed report on the 
parasite. 

The report by ACT UP/Golden 
Gate member Rob Sabados claims 
that the parasite can cause severe 
illness to anyone exposed to “even 
one microscopic cyst” - and noted 
that the state had previously repri¬ 
manded the San Francisco water 
district for its failure to aggres¬ 
sively monitor the parasite’s pres¬ 
ence. San Francisco is the only 
major city in California that is not 
required to filter surface water be¬ 
fore it is delivered to customers. 

“There is no safe level of cryp¬ 
to in a drinking water supply,” 
Sabados said. “San Francisco 
should issue a zero tolerance for 
crypto.” 

The AIDS activist group also 
reiterated its call for parasite-free 
drinking water in hospitals and 
hospices. 

Proposals for informing the 
public about the problem are 
under consideration by the task 
force, which includes people with 
AIDS, health experts, water quali¬ 
ty experts, and members of the 
public.Y

Don Pharaoh of the 
National Task Force on 
AIDS Prevention added,

event for a huge crowd.” 

Upwards of 200,000 
people turned out to 
play in the streets and 
preen in their costumes. 

“Working together with 
city officials, we are 
ready to move forward 
with expanded street 
shows and indoor con¬ 
certs next year as we 
create a truly world- 
class event,” Pharaoh 
said. ▼

SMOOTH TRANSITION

Hamer: Sexuality 
Is Genetic

A study of families with at 
least two gay brothers adds strong 
new evidence that genes play a 
role in determining a man’s sexual 
orientation, scientists said Mon¬ 
day, October 30. 

Researchers found a certain 
part of the X chromosome pushes 
men toward either homosexuality 
or heterosexuality. A similar 
analysis of pairs of lesbian sisters, 
however, found no link to the X- 
chromosome region, according to 
Dean Hamer from the National 
Cancer Institute in Bethesda, 
Maryland. 

Hamer cautioned against con¬ 
cluding that genes play no role in 
sexual orientation in women. The 
study addressed only the region in 
the X chromosome, and female 
sexuality might involve entirely 
different genes. 

He and co-authors are not say¬ 
ing that genes alone determine 
sexuality. The paper describing 
their work, published in the new 
issue of the journal Nature Genet¬ 
ics, noted that sexual orientations 
“probably involve a complex in¬ 
teraction between genetic, biolog¬ 
ical, experiential, and socio-cul- 
tural factors.” 

“The take-home lesson is that 
there is a genetic component to 
sexual orientation,” said Hamer. 

Hamer’s lab worked with re¬ 
searchers at the University of Col¬ 
orado in Boulder and the White- 
head Institute for Biomedical Re¬ 
search in Cambridge, Massachu¬ 
setts, to study 33 pairs of brothers, 
both of whom were gay. Eight of 
these pairs had heterosexual 
brothers as well. 

The researchers had gotten 


their first glimmer of the role of 
the X chromosome when compar¬ 
ing the number of homosexual rel¬ 
atives that gay men have on their 
mother’s side of the family versus 
the father’s side. A man’s X chro¬ 
mosome comes from his mother, 
so scientists were intrigued to find 
a number of families with more 
homosexual relatives on the moth¬ 
er’s side of the family. 

Hamer and colleagues pub¬ 
lished a study two years ago sug¬ 
gesting that gay men are likely to 
share more genetic markers than 
can be explained by chance alone 
in the X chromosome region 
known as Xq28. The new re¬ 
search published this week used 
different families and expanded 
the work to 36 pairs of lesbian sis¬ 
ters, 15 of which had straight sis¬ 
ters as well. 

“It showed that about two 
thirds of gay brothers had the 
same genetic markers,” said 
Hamer. “We’ve confirmed the 
link.” 

One version of genetic materi¬ 
al in this region may incline men 
toward homosexuality, while an¬ 
other version may predispose 
them to heterosexuality, he said. 
About three quarters of heterosex¬ 
ual brothers in his study shared 
markers with each other, he said. 

Scientists believe that some¬ 
thing on the critical region of the 
X chromosome is influencing sex¬ 
uality, but do not know what the 
gene or genes are. 

Hamer also said he would not 
be surprised to discover that other 
genes, as yet not even suspected, 
affect sexual orientation as well. 
“There are some families that 
don’t fit this pattern at all,” he 
said. ▼ 


UCLA Doc: 
Sexuality Is Innate

Heterosexuals, homosexuals, 
and transsexuals are born, not 
made, a leading United States 
neuroscientist said at a conference 
in Sydney, Australia Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 27. 

Sexual orientation is wired 
into the brain before birth, and re¬ 
search shows that sexual prefer¬ 
ences can be detected in tiny 
structures in the limbic, or emo¬ 
tional, center of the brain, said Dr. 
Roger Gorski of the University of 
California at Los Angeles School 
of Medicine. 

Gorski, the man who first dis¬ 
covered 20 years ago that the 
brains of male and female mam¬ 
mals are different, is in Sydney to 
discuss his work with the Univer¬ 
sity of New South Wales. 

He said the differences are pro¬ 
duced in the womb - and that in 
the distant future, sexual orienta¬ 
tion may be open to medical ma¬ 
nipulation. 

“This work is at the very be¬ 
ginning, but it’s profound,” he 
said. 

He said that the events which 
produce homosexual, heterosexu¬ 
al and transsexual brains probably 
result from a “complex interac¬ 
tion” of sex hormones, genes, and 
environmental circumstances. 

But he said, sex hormones are 
vital to setting the orientation of 
the unborn child. 

“A hormonal alteration at a 
given time in development might 
alter one component of brain 
function which could lead one to

become homosexual or transsexu¬ 
al. That’s the theory.” 

Gorski said that his research - 
along with that of Dr. Simon Le 
Vay, formerly with the Salk Insti¬ 
tute in California, and Dr. Richard 
Swaab of Amsterdam - shows that 
these changes appear as differ¬ 
ences in tiny structures in the 
brain called the interstitial nucleus 
of the anterior hypothalamus 
(INAH). 

Gorski said people often query 
his interest in the origins of sexu¬ 
al preference. 

His answer: “Sex is very im¬ 
portant to human existence. Think 
of the people who are asexual or 
confused, unhappy. There’s a need 
for knowledge in this area.” ▼

‘Ex-Gay’ Ex-Minister 
Accused of Phone Sex

An ex-minister who claims he 
can change men’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion from gay to straight has been 
accused of having phone sex with 
young men he was counseling. 
The Denver Post reported Friday, 
October 27. 

Colin Cook, who claims he 
overcame his own homosexuality, 
was fired from the Seventh Day 
Adventist Church in 1974 for hav¬ 
ing sex with a man in his church, 
and in 1986 he admitted he’d had 
sex with several men who came to 
him for help. 

Colorado For Family Values, 
the conservative Christian group 


that pushed the anti-gay Amend¬ 
ment 2, endorsed Cook and fea¬ 
tured him at several of its “Time 
to Stand Seminars” last summer. 

Cook also runs his own semi¬ 
nars, including a three-day event 
in Colorado Springs that conclud¬ 
ed Saturday. 

Cook insists he has not had ho¬ 
mosexual sex since his 1986 ad¬ 
mission, but two young Colorado 
men he counseled in the past two 
years reported he engaged in 
hours of phone sex with them, the 
Post reported. Several other men 
said Cook engaged in inappropri¬ 
ate sexual behavior during ses¬ 
sions in the 1980s. 

“He’s emotionally raping peo¬ 


ple,” one man Cook counseled 
told the Post. “He thinks if he’s 
having erotic phone conversations 
it’s okay because he’s not having 
sex.” 

Other men who had face-to- 
face sessions with Cook said the 
meetings consisted of similar dis¬ 
cussions, mutual masturbation, re¬ 
moval of clothes, and naked mas¬ 
sages. 

Colorado for Family Values 
spokesman Kevin Tebedo defend¬ 
ed Cook, saying the group be¬ 
lieves “Colin’s message is valu¬ 
able and the response to Colin has 
been tremendous. All the people 
[at the seminars] thought he was 
top-notch.” ▼ 


Fundies Must Pay Planned 
Parenthood $880K

A California state judge has or¬ 
dered that 50 percent of all dona¬ 
tions sent to the California branch of 
Operation Rescue be handed over to 
four San Diego physicians, as part 
of a jury award decided last March. 

Judge Norbert Ehrenfreund no¬ 
tified Operation Rescue leader 
Jeff White last month that a re¬ 
ceiver would be appointed to as¬ 


sure that payments to four San 
Diego abortion providers were 
being made in compliance with an 
$880,000 court settlement. 

White had maintained to the 
courts that neither he nor Operation 
Rescue has the money to pay the 
award; nonetheless, the court-ap¬ 
pointed receiver collected donations 
sent to Operation Rescue’s post of¬ 
fice box, according to Planned Par¬ 
enthood Federation of America. 


To avoid paying. White and 
Operation Rescue branches 
around the country encouraged 
supporters to send contributions to 
the National Clergy Council 
(NCC). But when lawyers for the 
physicians informed NCC about 
the real nature of the contribu¬ 
tions, even that group wanted no 
part of this end run around the 
court settlement.

Experts: Medicaid Block 
Grants Will ‘Decimate’ 
AIDS Funding 


Medicaid is the largest source 
of healthcare funds for people 
with AIDS in the U.S., providing 
them with $3.5 billion annually, or 
six times the amount provided by 
the Ryan White CARE Act. Over 
60% of adults with AIDS and 90% 
of children with AIDS depend on 
Medicaid funds for their health¬ 
care. 

Bom in 1965 under Title XIX 
of the Social Security Act, Medic¬ 
aid created a funding partnership 
between the federal government 
and the states. States that fulfill 
federal requirements for the provi¬ 
sion of health benefits receive 
matching payments from the fed¬ 
eral government based on each 
state’s per capita income. Require¬ 
ments include such basics as inpa¬ 
tient and outpatient hospital care, 
laboratory, and x-ray services; 
nursing homes; and family plan¬ 
ning. The federal matching funds, 
which are administered by the 
states, account for 50 to 80 percent 
of all Medicaid expenditures. 

For years, Medicaid enroll¬ 
ment remained fairly steady. In 
1988, it supported the healthcare 
of about nine percent of the na¬ 
tion’s population. But an increase 
in the number of people eligible 
for Medicaid - due in part to an 
increase in the number of disabled 
people (including people with 
AIDS) and to an expansion of 
Medicaid coverage of pregnant 
women and young children - 
caused a boom in Medicaid enroll¬ 
ment. By 1993, Medicaid support¬ 
ed the healthcare of over 12% of 
the population. The cost of this 
boom was amplified by inflation 
in the cost of healthcare. Under 
current eligibility standards and 
inflation rates, Medicaid spending 
could be expected to grow by 
about 10% per year. 

Under the plan passed by Con¬ 
gress, however, the rate of growth 
will be cut in half. Such “savings,” 
as Congressional leaders prefer to 
describe the cuts, will be achieved 
by converting Medicaid from an 
entitlement program (by which 
spending is determined by eligi¬ 
bility) to a “block grant” program. 
Under such a scenario, the federal 
government would simply issue 
each state an annual check for the 
purpose of providing public 
healthcare, free from federal re¬ 
quirements and oversight (includ¬ 
ing the requirement that states 
maintain their own financial com¬ 
mitment to healthcare for the 
poor). On average, these checks 
would provide about 30% less 
money than what the states cur¬ 
rently receive under Medicaid 
(some states, such as Delaware, 
Indiana, Montana, and Rhode Is¬ 
land, would lose 40% of their fed¬ 
eral Medicaid funds). It would be 
up to the states to decide what to 
do with the money. 

Under the Congressional pro¬ 
posal, California would lose over 
$18 billion from 1996 to 2002, 
which is a cut of almost 19% in 
projected spending; and over $5 
billion in 2002, which is a cut of 
over 30% in projected spending. 
About 1.2 million people would 
lose their health benefits. Like 
other states, California would 
probably limit or eliminate pre¬ 
scription drug coverage, which it 
currently provides through Medi- 
Cal (as Medicaid is called in Cali¬ 
fornia), starting with the most ex¬ 
pensive drugs (such as human 
growth hormone, an expensive but 
effective therapy for the treatment 
of rapid weight loss in people with 
AIDS). 


To continue health services 
with such greatly reduced funds, 
states would have to scale back 
both the number of people who re¬ 
ceive the services and the number 
of services provided. Medicaid re¬ 
cipients would likely be forced 
into managed care plans. States 
may place a cap on the amount of 
money spent per patient per year. 
The effect on people with AIDS is 
difficult to predict - Congress has 
been developing the proposal 
hastily, with hardly any input from 
the healthcare consumers or med¬ 
ical providers who will be most 
impacted - but experts are certain 
it won’t be good. 

Some cities would be likely to 
suffer disproportionately. The San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health receives 40% of its rev¬ 
enue through Medi-Cal. The De¬ 
mocratic stronghold, politically 
unimportant to Republican Gover¬ 
nor Pete Wilson, would not fare 
well if the state were given full 
discretion in the distribution of 
public health funds. 

Decimating our public 
health infrastructure 

“Why is this Congress so de¬ 
termined to decimate our public 
health infrastructure? We recog¬ 
nize the need for reform, but this 
proposal goes too far,” said Na¬ 
tional Association of People With 
AIDS (NAPWA) Executive Direc¬ 
tor William Freeman. 

One likely effect of the Con¬ 
gressional proposal would be the 
loss of high-cost specialty services 
for people with HIV and AIDS. 
Managed care programs typically 
restrict access to specialty services 
as a means of cutting costs. Ac¬ 
cording to a new report by Hous¬ 
ing Works, a non-profit New York 
City-based AIDS service organi¬ 
zation, 95% of the Medicaid man¬ 
aged care plans in New York City 
are not able to refer callers to a 
primary care physician with HIV 
and AIDS experience. Dr. Victoria 
Sharp, director of the HIV center 
at Manhattan’s St. Clare Hospital, 
told the New York Times that if 
people with AIDS are forced onto 
managed care plans, “It will result 
in significant morbidity or mortal¬ 
ity because we don’t have the 
proper services in place.” 

Fortunately, the mayor’s office 
responded to the report by an¬ 
nouncing that people with chronic 
health needs, including people 
with HIV and AIDS, will be ex¬ 
empted from a plan to move wel¬ 
fare families from Medicaid into 
managed-care health networks. 

Health experts fear that caps 
on spending per patient per year 
would cause people to avoid seek¬ 
ing treatment until their conditions 
become acute - resulting, in many 
cases, in even more expensive 
emergency room care. 

The Congressional Medicaid 
legislation will remove the guar¬ 
antee that people who need 
longterm care will get it after they 
have run through their life sav¬ 
ings; remove the guarantee that 
people who lose their jobs and 
health coverage during economic 
recessions will get temporary 
health coverage; and remove the 
guarantee that children of low- 
wage working parents will have 
health coverage - all guarantees 
currently provided under Medic¬ 
aid. 

“Nursing homes are dependent 
on Medicaid,” said Susan Dooha, 
Senior Policy Associate for Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis (GMHC). “In 
New York State, 85% of nursing

home reimbursements come 
through Medicaid. Any threat to 
Medicaid reimbursements will 
threaten to close their doors.” 
Publicly-funded nursing homes, 
like many publicly-funded health 
agencies, are struggling even 
under current funding levels. Offi¬ 
cials at Betak, a Mount Airy, 
Pennsylvania nursing home fund¬ 
ed in part through Medicaid, re¬ 
cently announced that the agency 
will have to close due to financial 
difficulties. 

CARE Act overshadowed 
Medicaid issue 

Despite such dire conse¬ 
quences, Medicaid reform has not 
yet aroused significant community 
opposition. The lack of response is 
due in part to a lack of news cov¬ 
erage. News organizations have 
focused instead on proposed cuts 
to Medicare, a larger program that 
provides health funding for the na¬ 
tion’s elderly. In the lesbian/gay 
press, the struggle for the reautho¬ 
rization of the Ryan White CARE 
Act has overshadowed the Medic¬ 
aid issue. And the communities 
most affected - the nation’s poor 
and disabled - are among the least 
likely to have the resources to mo¬ 
bilize a response. In a struggle for 
access to diminished health funds, 
this constituency will be no match 
for other, more organized groups. 

This is especially bad news for 
people of color with HIV or AIDS. 
Although African-Americans and 
Latinos represent 15% of the U.S. 
population, they comprise 45% of 
all reported U.S. AIDS cases, and 
75% of all U.S. women, children 
and youths with AIDS, most of 
whom depend on Medicaid for 
their healthcare. 

AIDS advocates are outraged 
that Congress would subject the 
nation’s poor and disabled to such 
sacrifices while providing in¬ 
creased benefits to corporations 
and the wealthy. 

“Leaders of the effort to block- 
grant Medicaid say they are sav¬ 
ing the program from bankrupt¬ 
cy,” said Mobilization Against 
AIDS Executive Director Mike 
Shriver. “But Medicaid is not a 
business - it’s a program of the 
federal government. The federal 
government doesn’t go bankrupt - 
it goes into debt. The decision to 
manage that debt by cutting 
healthcare is a purely political 
one. Don’t forget that at the same 
time. Congress is cutting taxes 
and increasing military spending.” 

Clinton proposes 
a softer blow 

President Clinton has proposed 
a less severe plan that would cut 
Medicaid by $55 billion over 
seven years, as opposed to the ap¬ 
proximately $180 billion cut pro¬ 
posed by Congress. Clinton’s plan 
would achieve its savings through 
an annual per-person cap on 
spending rather than through 
block grants. 

In September, 70 of Califor¬ 
nia’s leading community-based 
AIDS organizations signed a letter 
to President Clinton and members 
of Congress to express their oppo¬ 
sition to the Congressional pro¬ 
posal. 

“People living with HIV/AIDS 
already face incredible obstacles 
in accessing medical care, main¬ 
taining quality of life, and surviv¬ 
ing,” the letter said. “It would be 
disastrous to pull the Medicaid 
safety net out from under people 
with HIV/AIDS. I am counting on 
you to protect this essential pro¬ 
gram for the people who need it 
most by taking a strong stand 
against Medicaid block grants.” 

October 5 was a “national day 
of mobilization on Medicare and 
Medicaid” organized by Citizen 
Action, a national community- 
based healthcare consumer group. 
AIDS advocates and others 
marched and protested in various 
locations across the country. Sena¬ 
tor Barbara Boxer (D-CA) spoke 
at a rally in San Francisco. Still, 
community awareness of the issue

is low. 

Community efforts to fight the 

block-gran ting of Medicaid are 

being led by the Coalition for 
Emergency Action on Medicaid 
Funding, a group of national and 
regional AIDS organizations in¬ 
cluding NAPWA, AIDS Action 
Council, National Minority AIDS 
Council, SFAF, GMHC, Housing 
Works, Texas AIDS Network, Pro¬ 
ject Inform, and others. 

Congress included the Medic¬ 
aid reform proposal in the huge 
Budget Reconciliation Bill, which 
was passed by the full Senate and 
House last week. AIDS advocates 
and supportive legislators man¬ 
aged to make some changes and 
improvements in the proposal as it 
made its way through Senate and 
House committees. Thanks to the 
efforts of Representative Gerry 
Studds (D-MA), the House pro¬ 
posal was amended to prevent 
states from contracting with 
healthcare providers that deny 
coverage based on pre-existing 
conditions (such as HIV and 
AIDS). The Senate proposal was 
amended to provide greater pro¬ 
tections for children, pregnant 
women and people with disabili¬ 
ties, thanks to the efforts of Sena¬ 
tor John Chafee (R-RI). These are 
steps in the right direction, al¬ 
though Paul DiDonato, Director 
of Federal Affairs for the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF), cautions that the proposal 
does not specifically define “dis¬ 
ability” to include HIV and AIDS. 

According to the coalition, cit¬ 
izens have one last chance to 
avoid the Medicaid disaster: a 
presidential veto. Citizens should 
call President Clinton’s office now 
and urge him to veto the Budget 
Reconciliation Bill if it calls for 
the block-granting of Medicaid.

Columbarium To Be Upgraded

Plans for $1.5 million in new construction at the San Francisco’s 
historic Columbarium were presented for approval before the city’s 
Planning Commission Thursday, October 26. 

Approval of a proposed conditional use permit will allow the 
Columbarium to expand and construct an entry gate and a perimeter 
wall slightly less than nine foot high, which would contain almost 
5,900 niches for cremated remains. 

The facility is located on a two-acre site on Lorraine Court, just 
off Anza Street in the Richmond District. Built in 1889, the copper- 
domed edifice is the only sanctuary of its kind for cremated remains 

in San Francisco. It also serves as the Neptune Society memorial 

site for people whose ashes have been scattered at sea or elsewhere. 

The building is all that remains of the extensive Odd Fellows 
Cemetery once located at the site. It was rescued from years of ne¬ 
glect and vandalism by the Neptune Society in 1980, after which the 
society spent hundreds of thousands of dollars on repairs, including 
an estimated $30,000 on stained glass alone. 

Planning Commission approval will also allow the construction 
of a new 4,300-square foot office support building within the open 
area in the rear yard of the site.V 



Todd J. King 

January 22, 1957 - August 22, 1995 


Todd left friends and family early in the 
morping on a Tuesday. He died after a brief 
but hard-fought battle with lymphoma cancer 
related to AIDS. Just 38 years young, his last 
months were spent embracing his life, his dis¬ 
ease and introducing the notion that death 
does not have to be a bad thing. He moved to 
San Francisco, The City he loved, in 1982. 

Raised in Western Nebraska, Todd found his calling in public speaking and per¬ 
forming arts. His deep baritone earned him leading roles in ’Hair" and ‘Jesus Christ 
Superstar’ while attending Harvard, where he graduated in social anthropology in 
1979. Todd was the business manager for Vocal Minority from 1990 through 1994 
where he arranged over 50 public and private appearances for this singing group 
to include ‘Sims Classic' (producer), ‘On the Street Where We Live" (production 
consultant) and The Twin Pinks Revue' (co-producer). Vocal Minority, under Todd's 
business direction, also performed at numerous benefits and memorials. 

Todd was very dedicated to giving to the community. Entertainment was his vehi¬ 
cle of choice. In a message from the producers of the Twin Pinks Revue. Todd, with 
his usual precision, related the following sentiment that perhaps sincerely sums up 
Todd's insights and dedication. ‘As artists with roots in the Bay Area's lesbian/gay 
community, we face the significant challenge of producing events and creating 
beauty in the midst of a medical epidemic. In our community, some volunteer as 
counselors, some prepare food, many are primary caregivers to friends or 
lovers...Our way is to sing, to dance, to light a darkened theater with the illusion of 
life - in the hope that the illusion will sustain us until the challenge is overcome.' 

Todd loved music, football, basketball, and theatre. He was a great friend, a 
multi-talented individual, a hard worker, and a constant source of inspiration. And 
he was not afraid to die. To him. it was a new journey, a 'plane ride' to a new 
place. In the words of Canon Henry Scott, 'Death is nothing at all. I have only 
slipped into the next room. I am I, and you are you... I am waiting for you at an 
interval, somewhere very near - just around the corner. All is well.' A notion Todd 
would have gratefully bowed to. 

Nevertheless. Todd will be greatly missed by his family, friends and his community.

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My Friend Death 


swer, I decided, runs back to the 
Christian confusion over death. 
They simply can’t deal with it. All 
their visions of heaven are pitiful¬ 
ly obvious denials of the one un¬ 
deniable reality. Halloween, 
which alone of all the holidays 
currently on the calendar cele¬ 
brates death, naturally drives them 
bonkers. 

I can feel smug about this be¬ 
cause I have a pretty good rela¬ 
tionship with death. Death has 
been around me so long that it’s 
become a friend, in a way. Sure, 
friends have died, but it was their 
illness that took them away from 
me, not death itself. Death deliv¬ 
ered them, and me, from the night¬ 
mare of dying. Dying, I’ll grant 
you, is no fun. But death, per se, 
holds no special terror for me. 
Anybody who says that death is 
the worst thing that can happen to 
you has obviously never spent a 
week with cryptococcal meningi¬ 
tis headaches. Death can some¬ 
times be an escape hatch. 

Very pagan 

The fundamentalist confusion 
about death comes across most 
clearly in their campaign against 
“self-deliverance.” Trumpeting 
the same phony “reverence for 
life” that compels them to oppose 
abortion (and to murder doctors 
who perform them), they oppose 
all efforts to pull the plug on 
brain-dead zombies. In St. Louis 
the parents of a girl who’d been in 
a coma for over a decade were 
frustrated in their attempts to re¬ 
move her life support when a cou¬ 
ple of fundamentalist nurses lied 
and said that she chatted with 
them all the time. The fundies 
never miss an opportunity to at¬ 
tack anyone who tries to commit 
suicide or assists others to do so. 

Now this clearly contradicts 
their supposed attitude toward 
death, which is that it’s just the 
first step prior to going to heaven, 
which is full of fun and toys and 
joys and is far, far better than any¬ 
thing here on earth. Certainly 
you’d want a family member who 
can’t eat, talk, maintain con¬ 
sciousness, or do much of any¬ 
thing except feel pain to go on to 
this better place, rather than linger 
on this plane of existence in 
agony. 

I can only assume that deep 
down inside they realize how silly 
and childish their vision of heaven 
is, and that death remains an unex¬ 
amined terror which they can 
never fathom or even face honest¬ 
ly- 

Which brings us back to Hal¬ 
loween. The theological theory 
behind it, such as there is one, is 
that “All Hallows’ Eve” is the 
night when the natural barriers be¬ 
tween the living and dead are 
weakened, and the spirits of the 
deceased are free to roam. In prac¬ 
tice this amounts to a night of con¬ 
tained lawlessness, where kids are 
encouraged to run around and do 
minor mischief and extort candy 
and treats from the neighbors. 

It is, in fact, a very pagan phe¬ 
nomenon, where a night is set 
aside for all ordinary rules to be 
suspended. If the fundies hate 
Halloween, think how they would 
hate Beltane, another Celtic holi¬ 
day where sexual activity with 


anybody (or anything) is encour¬ 
aged for a single night, but can 
never be talked about or even re¬ 
ferred to afterward. This pattern of 
occasional relief from daily rules 
terrifies the fundies, who suspect 
that their desires would rule them 
utterly if they were ever un¬ 
chained for even a moment. 

Very queer 

If there’s one thing the fundies 
fear more than death, it’s sex. And 
though they were careful not to 
say it explicitly, one can only as¬ 
sume that Halloween’s queer 
overtones upset them as much as 
its pagan roots. Halloween is 
clearly the gayest holiday on the 
calendar, though why this is no 
one can say. Maybe it’s those trou¬ 
blesome pagan roots; maybe it’s 
the atmosphere of being between 
worlds; maybe it’s just such a per¬ 
fect occasion to do drag. 

I suspect that the last reason is 
the most important. After all, 
Mardi Gras in New Orleans is a 
pretty queer holiday for the same 
reason. Men are allowed - nay, 
encouraged - to get up in drag, 
and no one makes any assump¬ 
tions about them for doing so, on 
that one evening of the year. It’s 
that pagan notion again of step¬ 
ping outside the normal bound¬ 
aries for just a single night. 

And even worse, Halloween 
isn’t officially a queer holiday; it 
just sort of spontaneously turned 
out that way. This means that they 
can’t really take it away from us. 
They can only try to co-opt it, with 
their creepy “Hell Houses.” No 
doubt they feel pretty smug about 
their “dramatized” abortion, but it 
isn’t going to displace the crowds 
of exquisite drag queens in the 
public eye. 

Their futile attempts to stop the 
costume parade has shown the 
fundies in pretty much their worst 
light; bigoted, ignorant, and total¬ 
ly unable to understand kids or 
fun. Sure, Halloween has pagan 
roots; so do Easter and Christmas, 
but the Christians managed to hi¬ 
jack those holidays. Yes, it incor¬ 
porates pagan ideology. But does 
“freedom of religion” only mean 
“freedom to be Christian”? If kids 
wanted to worship Satan, would¬ 
n’t that be their constitutional 
right? 

Halloween appears to push 
their buttons for a number of rea¬ 
sons. It is one of the few religious 
holidays they didn’t succeed in 
capturing. It’s one of the few rem¬ 
nants of a pagan world view that 
they’ve largely exterminated. It’s 
one of the few holidays that most 
people concede queers do better 
than anyone else. And, worst of 
all, it looks at death without 
flinching. 

But its roots run too deep for 
the fundies to ever hope to rip 
them out. They can crush human 
rights laws, murder doctors, bum 
down women’s health clinics, 
teach creationism in the schools, 
and beat their children to death 
(fundamentalists have the highest 
rate of violent abuse of children - 
“spare the rod and spoil the 
child”), but they can’t root out 
Halloween from the collective 
consciousness. 

Heaven or hell? Bull! How 
about ‘Trick or treat!” ▼

The school board at first 
acceded to their demands, but the 
resultant debate had so many 
overtones of The Grinch Who 
Stole Christmas that they ulti¬ 
mately reversed themselves and 
let the Halloween costume parade 
go on despite the fundies’ objec¬ 
tions.

It was 
so perverse, such a contradiction 
of the spirit of Halloween.

Why We Need AIDS 
Vaccine Activism

P his is the first in a series of

At an optimistic press confer¬ 
ence in 1984, then-Health and 
Human Services Secretary Mar¬ 
garet Heckler announced discov¬ 
ery of the HIV virus and forecast 
that we would have an AIDS vac¬ 
cine within five years. No Jean 
Dixon, Heckler will probably only 
be remembered for this incredibly 
wrong-headed prediction. 

Through the intervening 11 years 
- the average length of an HIV-in¬ 
fected person’s life - and into the 
foreseeable future, it’s been a slow 
and haphazard struggle for sci¬ 
ence, industry, and government to¬ 
ward a vaccine to prevent HIV in¬ 
fection or disease, which is turn¬ 
ing out to be extremely difficult. 
The same decade has seen a rapid 
spread of HIV throughout the 
world, with young men in our 
community becoming infected 
again at an alarming rate. 

As we learn more about how 
quickly and how thoroughly this 
virus establishes itself, and how 
actively the virus reproduces in 
spite of consistently strong im¬ 
mune responses, the less likely 
eradication of HIV from an infect¬ 
ed individual becomes. Although 
we may be able to tip the balance 
toward the immune system by 
controlling the virus better with 
antiviral drugs or manipulating the 

immune system, we are far from a 

cure or having a manageable 
chronic disease yet. 

Some have argued that behav¬ 
ior modification alone can be used 
to conquer AIDS. The recognition 
of how difficult it is to control 
transmission through educational 
programs has led to major invest¬ 
ment in behavior research. A great 
deal of resources have gone into 
slowing the spread of the virus by 
modifying risky behavior. Despite 
these efforts, costing $1.5 billion 
per year globally, the World 
Health Organization estimates that 
millions more will become infect¬ 
ed by the year 2000. Here in the 
gay community we are groping 
not very successfully for tech¬ 
niques that work better than what 
we’ve got, while infection rates 
are not going down. Scientists 
conducting the Multi-Center 
AIDS Cohort Study recently con¬ 
cluded that a 20-year-old gay man 
has a less than 50% probability of 
remaining HIV-negative during 
his lifetime. 

Preventive vaccines are the 
most effective medical interven¬ 
tion there is. This is dramatically 
demonstrated by the total eradica¬ 
tion of smallpox. There has not 
been a single naturally acquired 
case of smallpox since 1977 any¬ 
where in the world. Vaccines have 
been developed for many diseases 
that were once major afflictions of 
mankind, though none of these 
vaccines were easy or fast to de¬ 
velop. And vaccination is general¬ 
ly many times cheaper than treat¬ 


ing an illness, better for the indi¬ 
vidual and the society, and can be 
made available to the poorest parts 
of the world. 

The report from an internation¬ 
al meeting on the development of 
preventive HIV vaccines for the 
world, sponsored by the Rocke¬ 
feller Foundation in 1994, states 
that “development and distribu¬ 
tion of a safe, effective, and inex¬ 
pensive vaccine to prevent HIV 
infection probably represents the 
best hope of controlling the global 
HIV/AIDS pandemic.” 

“Protective immunization, the 
strategy that has been the principal 
one for the control of all other 
viral diseases, is virtually the only 
modality that is likely to offer the 
possibility of control and elimina¬ 
tion of HIV infection and AIDS,” 
says Dr. William Paul, Director of 
the NIH Office of AIDS Research. 

The real difficulties 

AIDS vaccine development 
faces difficulties far greater than 
those encountered with other in¬ 
fectious viruses against which 
successful vaccines have been de¬ 
veloped. Since we have no hard 
proof of anyone being protected 
from HIV exposure, or recovering 
from HIV infection, there are 
some who even question the pos¬ 
sibility of making a vaccine, but 
the Division of AIDS of NIH be¬ 
lieves very strongly that a safe and 
effective vaccine can be devel¬ 
oped. 

In spite of the many scientific 
challenges to developing an effec¬ 
tive vaccine, and the incredibly 
valuable outcome, in 1993 less 

than $160 million was spent 

worldwide on HIV vaccine re¬ 
search and development, which is 
less than ten percent of the total 
amount spent on HIV/AIDS relat¬ 
ed research and development, a 
fraction of the amount spent on 
HIV prevention and HIV-related 
health care, and a very small frac¬ 
tion of the amount spent overall 
on health research. Government is 
the main source of funding for 
HIV vaccine research and devel¬ 
opment, with about 75% of that 
($120 million) by the U.S. Nation¬ 
al Institutes of Health. We need 
more investment at the scientific 
level to understand how a vaccine 
could work. 

The resources that have been 
invested by industry in the devel¬ 
opment of preventive HIV vac¬ 
cines have been targeted predomi¬ 
nantly at those approaches per¬ 
ceived as being safest and have 
been based on the sub-type of HIV 
found in the U.S. and Europe. The 
safest, most marketable approach¬ 
es may not work; we need to pur¬ 
sue all approaches full steam 
ahead. Many vaccines were devel¬ 
oped through trial and error, with¬ 
out knowing exactly if or how 
they would work. We need more 
investment and incentives at the 
industry level to develop alterna¬ 
tive vaccine strategies that can be 
tested. 

At an individual and communi¬ 
ty level, no vaccine is 100% effec¬ 
tive, so even an excellent vaccine 
down the line would not eliminate

More than half of a group of 
Latino gay and bisexual men be¬ 
tween the ages of 21 and 40 par¬ 
ticipating in an HIV/AIDS aware¬ 
ness and prevention program re¬ 
ported a significant drop in risky 
sexual behaviors. According to 
administrators of the six-month 
program, El Ambiente, run by 
AGUILAS, Inc., a Latino gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and lesbian nonprofit cor¬ 
poration, the 110 participants were 
questioned at the start of the pro¬ 
gram in June 1995, and then five 
months later in October. 

Rates of unprotected anal in¬ 
tercourse decreased from 25 per¬ 
cent at the outset of the survey to 
17 percent. An even larger drop in 
unprotected sex, from 32 percent 
to 18 percent, was reported with 
primary partners. 

Along with its culturally-rele-

the need for safe sex. Neverthe¬ 
less, even a small reduction in 
transmission can have a large im¬ 
pact on the epidemic as a whole. 
There is even a point where trans¬ 
mission becomes so unlikely that 
the virus would die out even if 
everyone is not protected. This is 
a goal well worth working toward. 
A charge has been raised in the 


press that AIDS activists have ig¬ 
nored, or sabotaged, vaccine re¬ 
search in the interest of treatment 
research. True, the vaccine pro¬ 
gram is the smallest element of 
the NIH HIV-related research 
budget, but the problem is that 
vaccines have had no natural con¬ 
stituency to advocate for them. 
The at-risk communities need to 
be involved, including the com¬ 
munity-based organizations in¬ 
volved in other prevention efforts, 
and AIDS treatment activists.▼

funding to the creation of Califor¬ 
nia’s first HIV/AIDS research 
center, I have been proud to be 
part of San Francisco’s communi¬ 
ty response to AIDS,” Brown said. 
“As mayor, I will reinvigorate the 
commuity spirit that has made San 
Francisco’s AIDS programs the 
model of the nation.” 

With an estimated 28,000 peo¬ 
ple infected with HIV or suffering 
from AIDS in San Francisco, 
Brown said that prevention and 
care were “essential to the health 
of our city.” 

Brown’s AIDS plan also called 
for HIV prevention services to be 


integrated with programs address¬ 
ing basic causes of risky sex and 
other potentially infectious prac¬ 
tices, such as poverty, low self-es¬ 
teem, and substance abuse. 

Brown said the cabinet level 
AIDS position would be responsi¬ 
ble for “maintaining open lines of 
communications between the 
mayor’s office and those infected 
with or affected by HIV disease,” 
as well as work with the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health to identify 
budget priorities, address corol¬ 
lary service needs, and support ex¬ 
isting community planning 
processes. 

Brown’s HIV summit would 
“bring together researchers, peo¬ 
ple with AIDS, service providers, 
vaccine researchers, pharmaceuti¬ 


cal companies, care-givers and 
other affected communities.” 

Brown said that “funding chal¬ 
lenges” due to conservative ma¬ 
jorities in federal and state govern¬ 
ments threaten cuts in a variety of 
health and social service programs 
central to AIDS, and slammed the 
conservative view of AIDS as a 
moral and political issue. 

However, Brown said, he did 
not believe that massive cuts were 
a foregone conclusion and said he 
would work with federal and state 
legislators to minimize their im¬ 
pact. ▼

A uthor Elinor Burkett is brac¬ 
ing herself for the San Fran¬ 
cisco leg of her national book 
tour. New York gay friends have 
warned her that The Gravest Show on 
Earth, Burkett’s wide-ranging, criti¬ 
cal look at the politics and commer¬ 
cialization of the AIDS crisis, will 
ruffle feathers in San Francisco, a city 
justifiably proud of its response to the 
epidemic. 

AIDS, she argues, has been treated 
as a social rather than a medical issue 
from the beginning, and she wants 
readers to know that this crucial mis¬ 
take has affected millions of lives. 
Furthermore, Burkett believes it’s not 
too late to dismantle what she calls 
“AIDS, Inc.” - a euphemism for the 
greed that’s taken over nearly every 
aspect of AIDS treatment, research 
and care. She is dumbfounded that no 
one has been able to sell to America 
the idea that a cure for AIDS will 
benefit the country as a whole. 

From elected officials to pharma¬ 
ceutical giants to grass roots activists, 
Burkett’s 400-page polemic looks at 
AIDS and finds nothing but corrup¬ 
tion, incompetence and egos run 
amok. Showing little patience for PC

A bout two months ago. New York avant-punk band 
God Is My Co-Pilot was the subject of a rather 
heated dispute within the nether regions of cyber¬ 
space. Unbeknownst to the band, they were the hot topic in 
the Queer Punk folder of America Online’s Music Message 
Center. It all started when gay writer Jim Fouratt posted a 
message which questioned the band’s booking at Queer- 
core ’95, a music festival put on by Homocore Chicago. 

Although Craig Flanagin and Sharon Topper, guitarist 
and lead singer respectively for GodCo, are an outspoken, 
non-monogamous, bisexual, queer-identified, married cou¬ 
ple, Fouratt still accused the band of “sucking off of dyke 
and fag energy” and “usurping gay/lesbian space.” 

His posting drew feverish responses from a variety of 
people — Outpunk’s Matt Wobensmith, Homocore Chica¬ 
go organizer Mark Freitas, and myself, to name a few. Sev¬ 
eral weeks later, a friend of Craig’s faxed him a print-out 
of the discussion. Surprised that people he didn’t know 
were talking about him, he responded in an eloquent six- 
page posting, defending his band’s queer identity, along 
with the importance of being out as a bisexual: 

“Queer invisibility is such a weapon against us all that I 
guess it’s really a responsibility to be Out. Especially to be

Theremin's Electronic Odyssey 
is Fascinating Viewing 

Portrait of a Shadow

Y ou may not know it, but 
you’ve almost certainly 
heard a Theremin. It’s 
that spooky musical in¬ 
strument you hear in movies like 
Spellbound and The Day the Earth 
Stood Still, the one that goes 
woooooooooEEEEEEEEooooo 
and tells the audience that aliens 
are coming or that someone’s 
about to go crazy. The precursor 
of today’s synthesizer, it was the 
first electronic musical instrument 
ever invented. 

There’s a new documentary 
about the inventor of this modem 
marvel, and it’s a doozy. 
Theremin: An Electronic Odyssey 
is very far from being a perfect 
movie, but the mood it creates is 
so stirring, and the subject matter 
so fascinating, that I’m going to 
damn the torpedoes and rave 
about it anyway. 

A bit of background first. Leon 
Theremin, one of the oddest fig¬ 
ures of the 20th century, was a 
Russian-bom inventor, artist and 
Manhattan man-about-town. In 
1920 he invented the Theremin, an 
electronic musical instrument 
played by waving one’s hands in 
the air through a magnetic field 
created by the device. News of 
this strange, ethereal new instru¬ 
ment quickly spread throughout 
the music world, and Theremin 
became a celebrity, giving demon¬ 
strations and performances of his 
invention at concert halls around 
the world. Traveling in the avant- 
garde circles of Manhattan in the 
’20s and ’30s, he met, fell in love 
with, and married a black ballet 
dancer named Lavina Williams. 

But the paranoia of Stalinist 
Russia caught up with him, and in 
1938 Theremin was kidnapped 
from his studio by the NKVD 
(precursors of the KGB), forcibly 
brought back to Russia, and put 
into a Siberian labor camp for sev¬ 
eral years. He was eventually sent 
to a military prison, where he 
worked on electronic inventions 
for the Soviet military - including 
the electronic eavesdropping de¬ 
vice known as the “bug.” (Really, 
I’m not making this up. I know it 
sounds like a John LeCarre novel 
on acid, but it’s all true.) Theremin 
didn’t leave Russia until 1991, 
when Steven M. Martin brought 
him back to America for the mak¬ 
ing of this movie. 

Theremin: An Electronic 

Odyssey is highly entertaining, 
and not just because it’s such a 
bizarre story, either. It touches on 
some pretty interesting cultural 
history: the Cold War, the elec¬ 
tronic age, race relations in the 
’20s and ’30s, the tension and con¬ 
nection between classical and pop 
culture, the evolution of 20th cen¬ 
tury music. It doesn’t explore any 
of these issues in great detail; in¬ 


stead, by glancing at each briefly 
and then moving on, it provides a 
sort of rough thumbnail sketch of 
the times. 

In addition, there’s a lot of re¬ 
ally cool footage of people play¬ 
ing the Theremin. I know that 
sounds silly; if I said, ‘There’s an 
a lot of really cool footage of peo¬ 
ple playing the flute,” you’d prob¬ 
ably think I was nuts. But the 
Theremin is different. You know 
how people wave their hands in 
the air pretending to conduct the 
New York Philharmonic? That’s 
how you play the Theremin. You 
don’t touch the instrument at all, 
you just move your hands over it. 
Watching this motion is indescrib¬ 
ably weird. Of particular interest 
is the work of Clara Rockmore, a 
Theremin virtuoso and one of 
Theremin’s American colleagues. 
She’s completely absorbed in 
what she’s doing, and her hand 
gestures are dramatic, expressive 
and beautiful. She looks like a 
very intense crazy person on Mar¬ 
ket Street conducting an imagi¬ 
nary orchestra, except that the 
music is real, and it kicks ass. 

The film is a bit unfocused. It 
tends to jump all over the map. It 
examines Theremin’s marriage to 
Williams, then shows someone 
playing a Theremin on the Mickey 
Mouse Club, moves on to 
Theremin’s kidnapping by Soviet 


agents, then presents a bizarre, 
rambling interview with Brian 
Wilson of the Beach Boys before 
cutting to a segment of Todd 
Rundgren imitating someone 
playing the instrument, waving his 
hands around and going 
“wooooEEEEEEEoooooooooo.” 
(I may not have gotten the precise 
order of the scenes, but you get the 
idea.) 

Like I said - unfocused. You 
don’t really get a clear sense of the 
man’s character. However, this is 
somewhat understandable given 
the circumstances surrounding the 
movie’s subject. It couldn’t have 
been easy making a documentary 
about a man who spent most of his 
life behind the Iron Curtain. And 
in a sense, the mysterious quality 
is appropriate. The true heart of 
the film isn’t really Leon 
Theremin; it’s the invention. It 
feels like a portrait of a shadow. 
You get a sense of the world 
around the man, a sense of the 
times in which he lived and 
worked, but the center of the pic¬ 
ture is obscure. It’s baffling, even 
frustrating at times, but it works. I 
recommend it highly. T

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Film Arts Festival 

Decrepit & Delectable

A s a showcase for Bay 
Area-produced indepen¬ 
dent film and video, the 
annual Film Arts Festi¬ 
val, currently under way at four 
San Francisco theaters, has an 
enviable track record. Since 
1983, the festival has been espe¬ 
cially successful in unveiling 
fine documentaries, with 11 
Academy Award nominees and 
two winners on the roster. This 
year’s festival, which runs 
through November 10, offers a 
total of 96 films of all lengths 
and genres. The pickings may be 
spotty overall, but there are 
bound to be some jewels amidst 
the multitude of choices. 

A respectable number of gay 
and lesbian-themed works ap¬ 
pears in this year’s festival. Mar¬ 
lon Riggs’ last film, Black Is ... 
Black Ain’t, is back, along with 
the documentary Alone Together: 
Young Adults Living with HIV 
and Related by Birth, a “gay and 
lesbian parenting success story.” 
Also slated is Re Generation, 
Stuart Gaffney’s look at two gen¬ 
erations of HIV-positive men, 
and I Shot My W.O.D., a funny 
romp about dyke desire from 
Tany Jo Miller and Julie Wyman. 

The festival opened yesterday 
(Nov. 1) with 93 Million Miles 
From the Sun. This faintly laven¬ 
der first feature from Paul Bud- 
nitz offered a Latina lesbian 
roaming the Mission District in 
an existential crisis. She’s been 
given the heave-ho by her girl¬ 
friend and is way discontent - 
lacking a light for a cigarette 
sends her into a convulsion. 
There are others involved here, 
including three men with prob¬ 
lems too tiresome for elabora¬ 
tion. 

Budnitz’s film avoids busi¬ 
ness as usual, eschewing conven¬ 
tional plot and dialogue for form¬ 
less tracking shots along some of 
the least compelling streets in 
San Francisco. With technical 
flaws all over the place, actors of 
limited skill and a screenwriter 
who mistakes angst for insight, 
93 Million Miles From the Sun is 
one long night ride. 

Memorable 

The Midwife’s Tale, another 
first feature, shows more 
promise. In this 75- minute film, 
director Megan Siler has merged 
a brief modem family saga of 
two moms with a medieval fairy 
tale of lesbian love. 

An overworked ’90s mom sits 
down to read a bedtime story to 
her young daughter. It’s all about 
restless castlewife Lady Eleanor 
(Stacey Havener), a headstrong 
young woman caught in a love¬ 
less marriage to Lord William 
(Anthony Abate). “No man has 
ever won her heart,” goes the 
story as Eleanor steals time away 
on her horse. The beautiful mid¬ 
wife, Gwenyth (Gayle Cohen), 
wins Eleanor’s heart, and after 
confronting accusations of 
witchcraft from the corrupt reli¬ 
gious order, the two women es¬ 
cape and live happily ever after. 

Siler is not wholly successful 
in overcoming her limitations. 
Amidst a refreshing lesbian love 
plot lie too many cliches - “my 
lord” this and “my lady” that. 
Each frame betrays the film’s 
tiny budget, and the costumes 
need more accessories. A Ra¬ 
belaisian orgy includes the hack¬ 
neyed comely wenches, heavy 
wine goblets, a cornucopia of 
fruit and bread, and turkey drum¬ 
sticks tom by teeth. It should be 
fun, but it comes off forced. 
More glaring is the laughable 
hanging mob, who are about as 


threatening as 2 p.m. riders on 
the J Church. 

Siler shows more facility at 
intimate moments than crowd 
frenzy. The love scenes between 
Gwenyth and Eleanor have a 
sweet, warmly lit sincerity. When 
Gwenyth chides Eleanor that 
“you have built a fortress around 
your heart and you cannot see 
over its walls” we know in short 
time those walls will crumble. 
The romance is palpable. In con¬ 
trast, the men look like they need 
more guidance and training. 
Those olde English accents dis¬ 
appear when the actors act dis¬ 
traught. 

At its weakest. The Midwife’s 
Tale threatens to become a hu¬ 
morless exercise in unconvincing 
period reconstruction. It’s too 
temperate for its own good. At its 
best, however, the film is a ten¬ 
der fable told with affection. The 
messages are more than clear. 
The story intelligently avoids 
male bashing while exploring the 
age-old fear of female sexuality 
and power. The Midwife’s Tale is 


nearly as strong a statement on 
straight male anxiety as it is on 
female self-determination. 

The Midwife’s Tale is accom¬ 
panied by a 10-minute film titled 
Both of My Mom’s Names Are 
Judy. This film was made by 
Camomile Bortman, Lisa Rud- 
man and Dwayne Shanz for the 
Lesbian and Gay Parents Associ¬ 
ation and turns a gentle camera 
toward a collection of eloquent 
kids ages 7 to 11. They all live in 
same-sex parent households, and 
their call for acceptance and de¬ 
fense of their parents is inspiring. 
One budding sage said, “Kinder¬ 
garten or first grade isn’t too 
young” to begin teaching chil¬ 
dren the many ways family is 
constructed. Another child’s ele¬ 
gant summary of home life says 
it all: “I like it this way.” ▼

focuses on the poets’ tempestuous 
two-year relationship. DiCaprio’s 
uneven performance and some 
dull-witted sequences undermine 
Total Eclipse, but the central “love 
story” still holds interest, if only 
because it rebuts the sanitized ver¬ 
sion still found in the introduc¬ 
tions to some translations of the 
poets’ works. 

After the already-established 
Verlaine responds favorably to his 
poetry, Rimbaud, ten years his ju¬ 
nior at 16, sets out to meet his 
prospective mentor and his wife, 
Mathilde (Romane Bohringer), an 
adolescent of some status. The 
crude Rimbaud doesn’t fit in with 
Mathilde’s family or Verlaine’s lit¬ 
erary contemporaries - he goes to 
great pains to insult both - but 
Verlaine forgives all in the name 
of literature. 

Rimbaud also ridicules Ver¬ 
laine’s art and life, denouncing the 
hypocrisy of the love the poet ex¬ 
presses in his verse about 
Mathilde. He gets Verlaine to 
admit that his marriage has more 
venal underpinnings, a combina¬ 
tion of financial and sexual desire. 
(The film doesn’t highlight this, 
but the poetry refers to a change in 
Verlaine’s “erring ways,” a possi¬ 
ble hint that the poet may have 
also been trying to mask his ho¬ 
mosexuality.) In any case, Rim¬ 
baud’s willingness to speak the 
truth becomes yet another lure for 
Verlaine. 

Pragmatic terms 

The pragmatic Rimbaud sets 
the terms from the start - we’ll 
help each other as long as we can, 
then split. What each offers the 
other is indeed complementary, 
but since Rimbaud aims to experi¬ 
ence intensely life’s every emo¬ 
tion, this includes a truckload of 
misery. 

Possessing the energy of 
youth, Rimbaud is perhaps better 
suited to taking on pain - and in¬ 
flicting it. Thewlis, whose malice 
in Mike Leigh’s Naked reached 
Rimbaldian proportions, proves 
more than equal to the task of tak¬ 
ing what formerly he gaveth. He’s 
brilliant in Eclipse, and the consis¬ 
tency with which he limns Ver¬ 
laine compensates for some of the 
film’s lapses in scripting. 

One of these occurs when Rim¬ 
baud has Verlaine on the psycho¬ 
logical ropes. Verlaine is, in 
today’s therapeutic parlance, 
codependent - one biographer 
says his infatuation with Rimbaud 
turned him into “a foolish virgin” 
- but his dependence truly does 
have as much to do with literature 


as sex: Verlaine’s gotten it into his 
head that he’s the only one who 
appreciates Rimbaud’s genius (to 
his credit, he did prove correct). 

20th century 
bleeds through 

The attributes in Rimbaud that 
attract Verlaine are so intertwined 
that the simplistic showdown 
Hampton forces between the two 
rings false. Rimbaud asks Verlaine 
if he could only pick one, which 
would he choose, his body or his 
mind? Sounding like a character 
in a late-20th-century television 
drama, Thewlis mournfully 
replies, “Your body.” The way the 
conversation unfolds undercuts 
the more intricate bond Hampton 
and Holland have revealed to this 
point. 

The 20th-century bleed- 
through is even more evident in 
DiCaprio’s Rimbaud. Rendering 
mad genius in a fresh way is ad¬ 
mittedly difficult, but this perfor¬ 
mance is all petulance and one- 
note tirades. Missing or under¬ 
played are the subtle perceptions 
about life, love, society and art 
that fueled Rimbaud’s creative pe¬ 
riod. 

When Holland helps out Di¬ 
Caprio with the camera, craning 
back to punctuate a scene in a li¬ 
brary that ends with Rimbaud 
screaming in frustration, the 
move, though a tad showy, accen¬ 
tuates the artist’s visceral relation¬ 
ship to his art. In his many close- 
ups he comes off less well, like a 
mall rat caught in a time warp. 
(DiCaprio may fare better as a 
more contemporary idealist, 
James Dean; the actor is said to 
have tested magnificently for a 
proposed Warner Bros, biopic.) 

Queer relations 

At least on the surface, Hol¬ 
land and Hampton avoid position¬ 
ing homosexuality as the “cause” 
of the pathological behavior Rim¬ 
baud and Verlaine exhibit. But 
there are some problematic as¬ 
pects to the portrait nonetheless. 

A few years back in a Euro¬ 
pean magazine, Holland is said to 
have dismissed gays as rapacious 
predators of young men, a story 
I’d forgotten until pondering the 
logic of Holland’s cutting from a 
scene in which Rimbaud stabs 
Verlaine’s hand to a tortured ses¬ 
sion of anal sex. The juxtaposition 
of these two incidents (the two 
have had more mellow commin¬ 
glings before this) may speak 
more to the filmmaker’s preju¬ 
dices than the characters’ motiva¬ 
tions - how is she (or Hampton) 
so sure Verlaine “hated” taking it 
up the ass, or that the act epito¬ 
mized Rimbaud’s debasement of 
him? 


Matters of gay representation 
aside, it is a cliche (think of Deliv¬ 
erance and every prison movie 
from Fortune in Men’s Eyes to 
American Me) to make sodomy a 
metaphor for violence and abuse. 
Especially when the sodomy in 
question was, by all accounts, 
consensual. 

Missing the essence 

Hampton has an instinct for 
characters of complex passion, but 
he doesn’t always tap into their 
essence. Among his credits are the 
book and lyrics (written with Don 
Black) for the musical Sunset 
Boulevard. Sunset never captures 
what was magical, to Norma 
Desmond or her audiences, about 
the fictional silent-film star’s art. 
Hampton and Black simply have 
her repeat over and over, “We 
taught them a new way of dream¬ 
ing” without ever giving a sense 
of how this was achieved. 

Likewise with the real-life 
artists depicted in Carrington 
(which he wrote and directed) and 
Total Eclipse, Hampton doesn’t 
get behind their quirks and pas¬ 
sions. Whether he’s adhering to 
the strategy of leaving room for 
the viewer to “complete” the work 
or whether he’s too timid to haz¬ 
ard a guess, the result is the same: 
the films and the musical skirt the 
most interesting component of 
their protagonists’ actions, the 
“why.” 

To be sure, the historical 
record is sketchy, particularly re¬ 
garding Rimbaud. A French 
scholar once wrote that were he to 
draft the author’s biography he 
would be “incapable of forming a 
single sentence” about which he 
could feel confident he had the 
facts. His advice was to “return to 
the text.” 

Though it would have been 
treacherous from a cinematic 
standpoint to inject more of Rim¬ 
baud’s words into Total Eclipse 
(witness Martin Scorsese’s 
overuse of narrated passages from 
the novel The Age of Innocence), 
it’s a pity Holland and Hampton 
didn’t contemplate a suitable way 
to do so. They settle for the read¬ 
ing of a few key lines, but concen¬ 
trate far more attention on the 
poets’ carnal escapades. 

Since the dissection of artists’ 
creative processes is hardly as 
commercial as mucking around in 
their sex lives, one would be fool¬ 
ish to expect anything else. But it 
does underscore the central prob¬ 
lem with Total Eclipse - as a study 
of what drew (and kept) Rimbaud 
and Verlaine together, it’s some¬ 
what off the point. ▼

Cosmic Entreaty

HI eremy Podeswa, director 
: of the feature film Eclipse , 

. recently set aside time to 
talk with B.A.R. about the 
making of his acclaimed film, 
which plays this week at the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre. 

David Lamble: How did the 
idea of Eclipse come to you? 

Jeremy Podeswa: I really want¬ 
ed to make a film about relation¬ 
ships, and I thought an interesting 
way to explore them would be 
through creation of a structure, a 
daisy chain of encounters where 
you have two characters who meet 
in the first scene and then one 
goes and meets somebody else in 
the next scene and that new char¬ 
acter meets the next person in the 
next scene. 

DL: Somewhat like Richard 
Linklater's ensemble piece Slack¬ 
er? 

JP: Yes, except the circle actu¬ 
ally is closed - where the last 
character meets the first character. 
But it’s also similar to the rondo 
form in music, and with certain 
dances. We’re dealing with a story 
where each character is involved 
with two other characters, mean¬ 
ing you’re not dealing with happi¬ 
ly monogamous characters, you’re 
dealing with people whose roman¬ 
tic lives are divided for some rea¬ 
son. What I wanted to explore was 
the idea of how it is that people 
are connecting on a physically in¬ 
timate level but somehow on a

deeper emotional level they’re not 
really connecting. I don’t think 
you would have to assume that be¬ 
cause someone’s involved with 
more than one person, but in this 
particular case I wanted to deal 
with that particular aspect. And 
that’s what the film is about - the 
roadblocks to emotional intimacy. 

DL: When the hustler Henry 
says to Brian, the John, “Why 
don’t you relax and enjoy this,” 
Brian replies, “This is as relaxed 
as / get. ” This makes for a great 
joke at the expense of the anal re¬ 
tentive Anglo/Canadian male, as 
well as a great setup for the film’s 
erotic throughline. 

JP: Actually Henry says, “You 
should really try to cut loose.”

And Brian replies, “I am cutting 
loose.” Of course he thinks he’s 
cutting loose, but he’s not. All 
these characters think they’re 
being intimate with each other, but 
they’re not. Intimacy isn’t just 
about taking your clothes off, it’s 
about taking your emotional bag¬ 
gage off. People really overintel- 
lectualize stuff a lot, and they 
don’t really expose their vulnera¬ 
bility. 

DL: The film’s pivotal charac¬ 
ter appears to be Angelo, a 
teenager who’s documenting the 
eclipse on video for a science pro¬ 
ject when he’s not hopping in and 
out of bed with adults. Angelo is 
incredibly open to his own feel¬ 
ings and manages to hold his own 
with his adult playmates. 

JP: He’s the character with the 
least guile, something that devel¬ 
ops as you get older, when you 
learn defense mechanisms and get 
cut off from your emotions. An¬ 
gelo is the emotional thread 
throughout the movie because he 
is the least damaged and the most 
open and honest of the characters. 
But he’s also just a kid and does¬ 
n’t know what others know. 

DL: It’s good that Eclipse 
doesn’t play into today’s phobias 
about intergenerational relation¬ 
ships. 

JP: I think it’s important to 
show that young people can make 
their own sexual choices. He’s not 
twelve! He’s a teenager, and I 
think at that age kids know what

■ One gets a lot for the price of a ticket to Eclipse, includ¬ 
ing some very pleasing views of young actor Matthew Ferguson 
(above left), who plays Angelo, a long-haired high school student 
whose school science project, a video of an eclipse, provides the 
film with its structural glue. 

Angelo, we learn, is every bit as talented at enticing older men 
into bed as he is at seducing scientists to utter cheerful banalities 
about the mysteries of the universe. And he’s not alone in searching 
for love in some highly amusing places. A French-speaking maid 
turns an English-language lab into an instant bordello in order to 
ravish a Spanish-fluent handyman. A day later, a hippie chick with a 
non-stop gift for gab gets more than just free drinks in the sexually- 
heated bathroom of a trendy gay bar. Writer/director Podeswa quick¬ 
ly lets us know that of the ten nocturnal lovers he shows us, only An¬ 
gelo gives a flying fuck about the impending eclipse. 

Podeswa dramatizes how adept homosapiens have become at 
evading modem media hype and hoopla while wallowing in the 
empty moments that pass for intimacy in the post-sex era. Also, 
Podeswa manages what the director of the similarly structured Gen 
X film Slacker couldn’t - he found a way to complete the film’s cir¬ 
cle, to end the film with the first character we meet, Henry, a sweet 
gay Asian hustler who rises from his bed to stare out at the dark side 
of the moon. ▼

Ugly Production, Rewriting Mar SFO's Faust 

Fooling Around

M aybe the Devil got 
into those responsible 
for the San Francisco 
Opera’s new produc¬ 
tion of Gounod’s Faust, unveiled 
last Thursday at the War Memor¬ 
ial. Whether it was caused by 
Satan, or simply cynical indiffer¬ 
ence to the score and libretto of 
the work, Nicolas Joel’s produc¬ 
tion, with sets by Gerard How¬ 
land, is staggeringly inappropri¬ 
ate to Gounod’s opera. In fact, it 
is downright offensive. Fortu¬ 
nately there was some redemp¬ 
tion on the musical side of the 
evening, especially in bass 
Samuel Ramey’s consummate 
portrayal of Mephistopheles, and 
Patrick Summer’s loving, master¬ 
ful conducting. 

Last season, when Howland, 
as company resident designer, 
created six disastrous sets out of 
seven (Dangerous Liaisons was 
good), some of his apologists 
said, “Well, it’s just too much 
work. No one can be expected to 
do a good job on seven produc¬ 
tions in one season and on such a 
tight budget.” This year Howland 
is doing Faust and Don Giovanni. 
His monumental unit set for 
Faust is so ugly and fights the 
drama it is supposed to be serving 
so completely, that it will un¬ 
doubtedly ensure his continued 
employment at the SF Opera for 
decades. 

Seen from the orchestra, the 
sharply raked gray circle which 
covers the stage looks like a hu- 
mongous saucer, complete with a 
smaller circle in the middle. 
From time to time it turns, rises 
or falls. Off to the side is a huge 
collection of bound cables with a 
pointed end. Every so often these 
contraptions swing onto the stage 
to billow smoke or look like 
chutes up which cattle might be 
driven into boxcars. It was only 
upon reading the press kit that I 
discovered the set was supposed 
to be “a non-specific Catholic 
Gothic church facade, complete 
with flying buttresses and an up¬ 
stage gargoyle.” Oh. 

From the staging it would be 
safe to assume Joel has either no 
idea what Faust is about, or has 
decided the story is so inept it 
must be jettisoned in favor of a 
parade of dramatic cliches. For 
instance, in this production 
Siebel is a crutch-wielding crip¬ 
ple. There is no obvious reason 
for this, but the press kit explains, 
“Siebel’s crippled state was sug¬ 
gested by the ‘poor Siebel’ atti¬ 
tude of the townspeople and Mar¬ 
guerite, also by his refusal to 
dance in the Kermesse.” It is 
quite clear from the words of the 
opera (should one care to do such 
a revolutionary thing as read 
them before staging the work) 
that Siebel does not care to dance 
because he is in love with Mar¬ 
guerite and hopes to spend his 
time at the Kermesse wooing her, 
something he obviously cannot 
do if he is dancing with an assort¬ 
ment of other young ladies. 

Watching this production, the 
audience would have no idea that 
Faust almost drinks poison twice 
in the opening scene before final¬ 
ly calling on Mephistopheles (a 
key dramatic point). Instead, 
Faust is reduced to a reject from 
The Incredible Shrinking Man, 
laboriously turning pages of a 
book much larger than himself, 
finally lying down on it and try¬ 
ing to use its pages as a sheet. 

In the church scene, the dra¬ 
matic focus is moved from Mar¬ 
guerite to a brilliantly spotlighted 
Mephistopheles, who rides a 
shaky pipe organ on stage and 
pretends to be Lon Chaney or 


Claude Raines in The Phantom of 
the Opera. (In the process mak¬ 
ing nonsense of Marguerite’s 
words, “What voice is this that 
comes to me from the dark¬ 
ness?”) 

Worse yet, the producer has 
rewritten the opera’s ending, 
killing off Faust, turning 
Mephistopheles into a cringing 
rodent and doing away with the 
chorus of angels. Instead of an¬ 
gels, Joel gives us the village 
women, all of whom appear to 
have seen Robert Carsen’s pro¬ 
duction of Boito’s Mefistofele, 
since they kneel and present Mar¬ 
guerite with bouquets of flowers, 
as their male counterparts do to 
Elena in Boito’s work. Two sea¬ 
sons ago, when Andrei Serban 
rewrote the ending of Bellini’s 
Puritani by killing off the tenor, 
SF Opera General Director Lotfi 
Mansouri told the B.A.R., “It was 
a mistake, I should not have let 
him do it.” Note to Mansouri: It’s 
happened again. 

Ramey to the rescue 

I have often admired tenor 
Richard Leech as Faust, but last 
Thursday he was not at his best. 
His top notes rang thrillingly, but 
the middle of his voice had a pro¬ 
nounced beat to it and he some¬ 
times sounded husky. But with 
his blond good looks he was still 
a convincing romantic lead on 
stage. 

Is there anyone on the interna¬ 
tional operatic circuit today who 
could truly sing and act the part 
of Marguerite? When soprano 
Nancy Gustafson sang softly she 
produced beautiful sounds. But 
the innocence and charm so nec¬ 
essary for the role, plus the vocal 
flexibility to toss off the Jewel 
Song, were missing. In his com¬ 
pany debut, baritone Rodney Gil- 
fry was not a convincing Valentin 


until his death scene. Susan 
Quittmeyer (Siebel), Philip Skin¬ 
ner (Wagner) and Catherine Cook 
(Marthe) were effective. 

It was Ramey who provided 
most of the evening’s vocal 
thrills. His large, dark voice 
could apparently do most any¬ 
thing he wanted it to do. 

Gounod’s Faust is a fabulous 
opera often sneered at today be¬ 
cause its sensibilities are light 
years away from those of our so¬ 
ciety. Most Faust-t rashers only 
know the opera from inadequate 
modem performances rather than 
from the score itself, or from 
carefully listening to old record¬ 
ings by people who knew how to 
sing the music. With luck (and 
good casts). Maestro Summers 
might just be the person who can 
bring back respect for this work. 
Even sitting under the overhang 
and surrounded by people who 
insisted on talking and yawning 
loudly all evening, I found it ob¬ 
vious that his conducting was 
often elegant yet filled with emo¬ 
tion. During Marguerite’s remi¬ 
niscing in the final scene, the or¬ 
chestra played one of the sweet¬ 
est sounding, true pianissimi I 
have ever heard in live perfor¬ 
mance. What a shame this ravish¬ 
ing music was coupled to the 
dead, gray, unrelenting perversity 
of this physical production. 

Maybe the best use for the 
production would be as a tomb¬ 
stone in front of the Opera House, 
inscribed with the words, “Here 
Died Respect for the Composer.” 


Faust continues in reper¬ 
toire at the War Memorial 
Opera House through No¬ 
vember 16.

Mark Morris' "Dances to American Music" 

Burning Down 
the House

| hen Mark Morris, 
f dancer, spreads his 
arms like an eagle, you 
momentarily fear he is 
going to crash into the wings on 
both sides of the stage. When 
Mark Morris, choreographer, 
spreads his ecumenical embrace, 
it is to include every aspect of 
human behavior and physical 
movement. Having already given 
us the sexy operatic tragi-comedy. 
Dido and Aeneas, the bad boy of 
dance didn’t try to top himself last 
week; he merely moved sideways 
and let more delirium in. 

Delirium is the word for audi¬ 
ence reaction to the Mark Morris 
Dance Group’s “Dances to Ameri¬ 
can Music,” seen at UC Berke¬ 
ley’s Zellerbach Hall. The pro¬ 
gram was as cleverly constructed 
as any Broadway dance extrava¬ 
ganza, but deeper, purer and with 
better music. The entire evening 
had a rhythmic flow that built to 
the kinetic climax of Lou Harri¬ 
son’s Grand Duo. The bearded, 
pony-tailed composer, wearing his 
signature plaid shirt, was in the 
audience with his longtime part¬ 
ner, Bill Colvig; at 78, Harrison is 
finally being recognized in the 
Bay Area, where he has lived for 
most of his long, fruitful career. 

As subversive as ever, Morris 
created a world premiere to Harri¬ 
son’s music that floated as effort¬ 
lessly as a silk dragon kite - and 
carried a sting in its tail. Called 
World Power , it is danced to three 
typical gamelan (Indonesian gong 
orchestra) pieces - two move¬ 
ments of Harrison’s Homage to 
Pacifica (the radio station, not the 
ocean) and his Bubaran Robert, in 
which a solo trumpet (Patricia 
Grima) joins the orchestra - 
Gamelan Si Betty, residents at San 
Jose State, performing on instru¬ 
ments built by Harrison and 
Colvig. 

The first movement - “In 
Honor of the Divine Mr. Handel” 
- is a deceptively simple group 
dance that segues into a piece - 
“In Honor of Mr. Mark Twain” - 
for corps and soloists Joe Bowie 
(a chunky, bald black man) and 
Guillermo Resto (the bearded, 
dreadlocked hunk who danced Ae¬ 
neas in Dido). Gradually we be¬ 
come aware that the text (sung by 
the UC Jazz Choir and Chorale) is 
Twain’s scathingly ironic descrip¬ 
tion of the subjugation of the 
Philippines, after which the Amer¬ 
ican imperialists declare them¬ 
selves “a world power.” Bodies 
are literally dragged from the

wings, yet the music and dance 
move imperviously to the horrors 
Twain is describing. Thus do Har¬ 
rison and Morris avoid self-right¬ 
eousness while sticking us in the 
gut with our own hypocrisy. 

The second piece. Home , like 
all of Morris’ work these days, 
employs live musicians - in this 
case, the country-folk-rocker 
Michelle Shocked and the jazz- 
rock bassist Rob Wasserman. 
Shocked’s songs, especially the 
mournful “Stillborn,” inspire 
Morris to feel the pain and cele¬ 
brate the courage of women. He 
intersperses these tense episodes 
with pure hilarity in the form of 
rhythmic step dancing. This was 
Morris’ only appearance that 
evening as a dancer, but he made 
the most of it in his baggy trousers 
and bright suspenders, slicking 
back his hair and grinning at his 
gang as they tapped out the most 
fantastic unisons and counter¬ 
points to Wasserman’s country 
fiddling. 

Grand Duo, which ended the 
concert, is another deceptive work, 
set to four movements of Harri¬ 
son’s 1988 violin-piano duet. The 
finale, “Polka.” was seen at UC in 
1992, buf makes a bigger impact in 
context of the other movements. 
This is not always “pretty” music; 
the violin (Sarah Roth) has some 
hairy solo moments and pianist 
Linda Dowdell (the Morris Dance 
Group’s music director) rolls her 
fist to pound out clusters of bell¬ 
like sound. The first movement of 
Grand Duo may seem aimless at 
first, but by the central movements 
(“Stampede” and “Round”), the 14 


dancers have accumulated an ener¬ 
gy that pours across the stage like 
molten lava in the concluding 
“Polka.” 

Calling on his Balkan folk 
dance roots, Morris sends the 
dancers stamping, spinning and 
careening to a climax of con¬ 
trolled chaos that had the shriek¬ 
ing, packed house all but tearing 
up the seat cushions. As my first 
caller said the next day, “fucking 
fabulous!” T 
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they’re doing. 

DL: Let’s talk about the eclipse 
that frames the structure of the 
fdm and is so magnificently real¬ 
ized visually. Explain the relation¬ 
ship of this cosmic event to the 
film’s characters. 

JP: Eclipses are alternately 
revered and feared. Some people 
see them as an opportunity for in¬ 
trospection, for spiritual experi¬ 
ence, because you see an unnatur¬ 
al aspect of the universe and it 
makes you aware of how the plan¬ 
ets are turning and how you’re 
this little cog in a gigantic wheel. 
It can be a profound spiritual ex¬ 
perience. At the same time, if you 
look at an eclipse you can go 


blind. To me the film is all about 
such dualities, about people being 
one thing and also being some¬ 
thing else, about the good and bad 
in things, about the moral ambigu¬ 
ity of everything. I want to make it 
difficult for people to judge these 
characters. I want the audience to 
look at private behavior they are 
not supposed to look at and have 
an edifying experience. 

Where I come from, Canada, 
it’s considered impolite to delve 
too deeply into private affairs. I 
think it’s really important to cut 
out all that shit and acknowledge 
that everybody has a secret, pri¬ 
vate life. That increases toler¬ 
ance - everybody’s got some¬ 
thing in their closet that they 
don’t talk about. If public people 
like Newt Gingrich would talk 
more about their private secrets, 
there would be less hypocrisy in 
the world. ▼

fter a solid month of 
I ;;;■ packed houses, rave re- 
views and fabulous pub- 
licity, excitement is fad¬ 
ing at Davies Symphony Hall as 


new Music Director Michael 
Tilson Thomas takes his first 
break from the orchestra. 

Patrons might have expected 
some decrease eventually in the 
momentum. Nobody can maintain 
fever pitch intensity forever. But 


anyone who’s been attending the 
San Francisco Symphony in re¬ 
cent weeks can attest to the steady 
decline in the quality of playing 
since MTT left the podium. What¬ 
ever the reasons may be for this 
dry spell, intriguing concert pro¬ 
grams have been plagued by im¬ 
perfect ensemble, disappointing 
guest artists and seemingly under¬ 
rehearsed performances. 

San Francisco Symphony As¬ 
sociate Conductor Alasdair Neale 
has fared best with his colleagues, 
probably because of his relatively 
long tenure with the orchestra. 
The cute Brit with the youthful 
look coaxed a remarkably mature 
Elgar First Symphony from the or¬ 
chestra several weeks ago, and 
gave first-rate support to soloist 
Yefim Bronfman in a no-holds- 
barred rendition of Prokofiev’s 
Piano Concerto No. 2. 

If Bronfman seemed to run out 
of steam before the finish, the 
composer could easily share in the 
blame. Though this dazzling pi¬ 
anist should be commended for 
side-stepping the easier choices of 
the better-known first or third con¬ 
certos, after a muscular opening 
movement, things went decidedly 
slack. 

Neale opened with a brisk run- 
through of Michael Torke’s Bright 
Blue Music - a brief, exuberant 
romp that mixes minimalism with 
Johann Strauss (maybe even 
Richard Strauss). Whatever 
Torke’s intentions, the reading 
was too ragged to serve the com¬ 
poser well. Which is too bad, con¬ 
sidering the composer was in at¬ 
tendance and could no doubt hear 
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Helene Grimaud 


for himself how quickly things 
went awry. 

The following week, another 
composer, Lou Harrison, took a 
prominent seat in Davies Sympho¬ 
ny Hall to hear the San Francisco 
Symphony premiere of his Sym¬ 
phony No. 3, a work that displays 
most of what is wonderful about 
this composer - all the Pacific 
Rim influences, exotic instrumen¬ 
tations, his distinctly Western wit 
and clever use of European musi¬ 
cal forms. Rumors were flying 
that orchestra players didn’t like 
the evening’s guest conductor, 
Dennis Russell Davies, which 
might explain his less-than-ideal 
rendering. Not wanting to make 
unfounded charges of sabotage, 
however, I think any shortcomings 
can be chalked up to inadequate 
rehearsal time. 

The conductor was purely to 
blame, though, for the coarse tex¬ 
tures and awkward balances glar¬ 
ingly apparent in Davies’ render¬ 
ing of Gustav Holst’s popular 
work. The Planets. The women of 
Vance George’s San Francisco 
Symphony Chorus were the sav¬ 
ing grace in Neptune, the Mystic , 
which comprises the work’s ethe¬ 
real closing pages. The chorus, 
which sang with remarkable sensi¬ 
tivity from the wings, provided 
striking contrast to the horn sec¬ 


tion, which entertained some truly 
vulgar bombast in the work’s ear¬ 
lier movements. 

A week later, French pianist 
Helene Grimaud was accorded a 
standing ovation for her rendition 
of Rachmaninoff’s Piano Concer¬ 
to No. 2. Hans Vonk was on the 
podium. Surely the audience’s en¬ 
thusiasm was a nod to Ms. Gri- 
maud’s striking physical presence 
and the composer’s gorgeous 
melodies, not to her lumbering 
passagework and frequently in¬ 
audible playing. Vonk hardly 
helped matters with a pedestrian 
reading. 

To be fair, patrons who re¬ 
turned from intermission heard a 
good, if unexceptional, rendering 
of Debussy’s Prelude L’Apres 
Midi d’une Faun and a boisterous, 
but beefy, performance of Stravin¬ 
sky’s Symphony in Three Move¬ 
ments. 

Things are looking up this 
week, as Roger Norrington returns 
with an all-English program, 
Vaughn Williams’ Symphony No. 
6, Walton’s Violin Concerto 
(Joshua Bell soloist) and Nicholas 
Maw’s Spring Music. In the past, 
Norrington has elicited exciting 
performances here, and all things 
seem to suggest that history, 
music-wise anyway, will repeat it¬ 
self. T 



No Role Too Big for 
Tenor Richard Leech

olf and singing are a lot 
alike,” says tenor Richard 
Leech during an inter¬ 
im view in his dressing room 
at the San Francisco Opera. “I al¬ 
ways want to hit the ball too hard, 
but you just have to swing 
through the ball and it’s all there. 
With singing I’m learning to put 
my 110 percent afterburners in 
check and say, ‘Loud is loud 
enough.’” 

Leech has just finished his 
first dress rehearsal for the SF 
Opera’s new production of Goun¬ 
od’s Faust , and only two days be¬ 
fore had finished a run of Pinker¬ 
tons in Puccini’s Madame Butter¬ 
fly with the company. His Erato 
recording of Puccini’s La Boheme 
had just hit the stores, and when 
he is told his Rodolfo sounds 22 
or 23 years old. Leech, who is 38, 
beams. “Oh, that’s good,” he 
chortles. “Better than sounding 
like 70!” 

“A lot of people sing entirely 
different in a recording than they 
do on stage. I try not to. I believe 
[record buyers] want that same 


quality in the voice that drives 
them nuts in the theater. I take the 
same intentions I have in the the¬ 
ater, but maybe take them a step

Daddy’s Girl

W f hen Marga Gomez was 
f 16, she began a novel 
called A Girl Grows 
Up. The adolescent 
novelist, daughter of a Cuban co¬ 
median and Puerto Rican exotic 
dancer, could not have foreseen 
that when she did indeed grow up, 
she would be a sought-after les¬ 
bian comic, writer and solo per¬ 
former. Instead, young Marga, fill¬ 
ing 10 mini-composition books 
with her escapist future and smi¬ 
ley faces dotting the i’s, envi¬ 
sioned her novel’s main character 
running away to San Francisco, 
becoming friends with a hippie 
named Happy and becoming the 
lover of the aptly named Lover. 
“A lesbian character came on to 
my character and my character 
shoved her away,” Gomez recalls 
of the now-lost text. “My charac¬ 
ter shrieked ‘I’m with Lover!’ 
God, at 16 I was already a little 
bottom.” 

Now that the girl has grown up, 
she is a bottom at the top of her 
craft. After a colorful childhood 
spent in the milieu of Manhattan’s 
Latino theater world, Gomez 
moved to San Francisco to be¬ 
come a hippie and essentially to 
meet people like Happy and 
Lover. Gomez, who will only dis¬ 
creetly admit to being somewhere 
in her 30s, may have been too late 
for the hippies, but she was able to 
fall in with Lillith, the feminist 
theater ensemble. Gomez also 
began to hone her stand-up comic 
persona, which would lead her 
successfully through the nation’s 
comedy clubs throughout the ’80s. 

It wasn’t until the early ’90s, 
however, that Gomez emerged as 
a stand-out performer. In the 
spring of 1991, Gomez premiered 
Memory Tricks, a one-woman 
show about her mother Margo, a 
flashy, show biz-loving dancer 
who could make life difficult for 
her family. The show lovingly ex¬ 
plores the mother-daughter rela¬ 
tionship up through Margo’s on¬ 
going battle with Alzheimer’s dis¬ 
ease. A huge hit for Gomez, Mem¬ 
ory Tricks has enjoyed successful 
runs in San Francisco, San Diego, 
Chicago, London and at New 
York’s Public Theater. American 
Playhouse has optioned the film 
rights of the script, and Gomez re¬ 
cently turned in the first draft of 
her screenplay adaptation. 

A companion piece to Memory 
Tricks, A Line Around the Block, 
will open tomorrow at Josie’s 
Cabaret. This time around Gomez 
is focusing on her relationship 
with her father, Willy Chevalier (a 
name her father chose because he 
liked Maurice Chevalier), who 
was also a performer and a 
celebrity in Manhattan’s Latino 
theater world. San Francisco audi¬ 
ences first saw the show in its 
workshop phase last June at 
Josie’s, but Gomez has been 
working diligently on the script to 
make sure this one is a worthy fol¬ 
low-up to Memory Tricks. 

Over lunch under clear, blue 
skies at the Cafe Flore last week, 
Gomez, dressed in dark blue me¬ 
chanic’s overalls and a long- 
sleeve print pullover with 
“amour” written all over it, talks 
about her life as a grown-up and 
about her new show. 

“I was looking for the old 
script of A Line Around the Block 
to see how much it has changed in 
the last year, and I couldn’t find it 
because my apartment’s a mess, 
but I know it has changed a lot - at 
least 40 percent of it is different,” 
Gomez says. “And because so 
much of the text is different, the 
whole tone is different. But I’m 
still writing. It’s like the Winches¬ 
ter Mystery House. I just keep tin-

kering and noodling.” 

Gomez’s new show was com¬ 
missioned by the Mark Taper 
Forum in Los Angeles and by the 
New World Theatre in Amherst, 
Massachusetts. She has, over the 
last year, performed the show in 
both places to great acclaim. One 
night in LA she even did the show 
without lights or sound. A freak 
wind storm knocked the power 
out. While the technical crew was 
trying to re-start the generator, 
Gomez asked the audience if they 
would like to continue. Every 
member of the audience agreed, 
and with a flashlight provided by 
Gomez - a neurotic performer 
never travels without a flashlight 
for just such occasions - and one 
from the audience, Gomez fin¬ 
ished her show, a paean to her fa¬ 
ther’s triumphs and struggles, in 
near darkness. “That show was 
probably the most rewarding thing 
I’ve ever done,” Gomez says. 
“Every now and then people come 
up to me and mention it because it 
was a bonding experience, a real 
Red Cross kind of event. After that 


I realized I didn’t need a lot of 
light and sound cues. People want 
to accept what you tell them as 
long as you don’t bullshit them.” 

Although the new show, like 
Memory Tricks, is autobiographi¬ 
cal, Gomez says both are not com¬ 
pletely factual. “I think the shows, 
especially A Line Around the 
Block, are a mixture of fact and 
legend,” Gomez says. “There’s a 
lot of stuff about my father I don’t 
know. He made a lot of stuff up, so 
even the things I thought I knew 
could be a lie. The point is to get 
across the essence of who he was 
and the nature of his relationship 
to his world. The most fantastic 
things are usually true and the 
more mundane things I made up 
just to make the story flow.” 

Girl on the go 

Gomez pauses to consume 
some of her eggplant puree sand¬ 
wich. “I was going to bring my 
dog Tabasco,” she says in between 
bites, “but I didn’t have time be¬ 
cause I had to put some make-up

out in an “impure” Queer catego¬ 
ry, like Bisexual, or S&M, or 
whatever ... Answering direct 
questions directly has been a large 
part of my attitude toward Queer 
visibility as an adult. (I say “as an 
adult” because as a teenager I 
took what we can now call the 
Michael Stipe approach: if you’re 
not sitting in my lap, you don’t 
need to know.) 

“In retrospect, I do let my pre¬ 
vious self off the hook, partly be¬ 
cause I grew up in a town [in 
South Dakota] where a man was 
tied to a tree with baling wire and 
murdered because he was Queer. 
(Interestingly, he was Bi, which 


doesn’t seem to have cloaked him 
in Straight Privilege. At least not 
enough when he really needed it.) 

“Anyway, Bisexuality isn’t re¬ 
ally some big crusade for me per 
se ... it’s just that, in my view, 
what we’re all after is the freedom 
to love/sex whomever we want ... 
That’s it. Pretty easy, really.” 

Craig’s take on the whole issue 
should seem perfectly obvious to 
anyone who’s ever listened to the 
lyrics on a God Is My Co-Pilot 
record. Filled with gleefully frac¬ 
tured ramblings on girl-girl lust, 
gender issues, and identity politics 
— among other things — GodCo 
songs sound more serious on 
paper than they actually are, 
thanks in part to the off-kilter 
punky artiness of the music, along 
with Sharon Topper’s delightfully 


weird scream-singing. Many as¬ 
sume that the songs are written 
from her own feminist point-of- 
view — and they are — it’s just 
that Craig is the one who does all 
the writing. “Since all the songs I 
write are for her to sing,” explains 
Craig, “It would be kind of silly 
not to write from her perspective.” 

Being the lead singer though, 
Sharon is often the one who gets 
all the attention, especially from 
adoring young female fans, who 
see the band’s queer stance as a 
sort of crusade. “A lot of letters I 
get are from really young girls 
from Nowheresville,” comments 
Sharon. “There are so many out 
there for who this music and the 
message really is a crusade for 
them, and when I get those kinds 
of letters, then I feel like I’m real¬ 
ly doing something.” 

Just as the band refuses to be 


confined by notions of polarized 
sexuality or traditional gender 
roles, GodCo takes a similar “no 
boundaries” approach when it 
comes to making music. Ideas 
crash into each other from all di¬ 
rections, drawing from a variety 
of genres, including jazz, no 
wave, punk, and even Finnish 
music. “Finnish traditional music 
has all this stuff that God Is My 
Co-Pilot has,” says Craig. “Like 
odd time signatures and just this 
non-stop assault of female voic¬ 
es.” 

Although it may take some get¬ 
ting used to, their music tends to 
grow on you after a while. Witness 
for instance, their recently-re¬ 
leased sixth album. Puss 02, put 
out on the band’s own The Mak¬ 
ing of Americas record label. 
Cramming 29 songs into 54 min¬ 
utes, the album explodes with 


manic dynamism. GodCo may be 
politicized to a certain degree, but 
that doesn’t take away from the 
fact that their music is downright 
bizarre and playful! As Craig 
pointed out in his post on America 
Online: 

“Our only real responsibility is 
to take what we do seriously, with¬ 
out taking ourselves seriously! For 
us, that means that the songs in¬ 
form the agenda, not just vice 
versey. All we’re trying to do is 
make fun music that doesn’t insult 
the audience with moronic or un¬ 
true lyrics.” 

God Is My Co-Pilot is not just 
trying — they’re succeeding. T

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Mitchum. That really turns on the 
chicks.” 

It seems Gomez, amid talk of 
chicks and dirty apartments, is in 
a period of transition. She and her 
girlfriend of more than six years 
have separated. “It’s not a break¬ 
up exactly, it’s just that we’re not 
living together and we’re seeing 
other people,” Gomez explains. 
“We still love each other. We still 
talk to each other on the phone. 
We still fuck occasionally and 
probably more than we did before. 
It’s very ’90s, and it’s so not what 
I was taught growing up. In my 
family, jealousy was one of our 
strongest traits.” 

Now that Gomez is playing the 
field, would she consider sleeping 
with a man? “Oh, boy,” she sighs. 
‘This is a question that could lose 
me fans. All right, I’ll be honest. I 
really am going for the sexual 
spectrum right now. I’m pretty 
much open. My girlfriend-in-tran¬ 
sition and I discuss this quite a bit. 
I don’t know where on the spec¬ 
trum I am because I’ve pretty 
much been exclusively with 
women for years and years, and it 
will probably continue that way. 
But I don’t have any rules.” 

So Gomez, with no rules, a 
new show and a newly liberated 
social life will continue to perch, 
as she has for the last few years, 
on the edge of stardom, until, in¬ 
evitably, she tumbles over and is 
lost in the world of the rich, fa¬ 
mous, creative and celebrated. 
She never did finish her novel, A 
Girl Grows Up. “It just never 
ended,” she muses. “I got stuck in 
the middle. The main character 
fled her mother and found a new 
life. I guess she ended up happily 
ever after with Lover in San Fran¬ 
cisco.” And if she turned out any¬ 
thing like her creator, she’ll be all 
right. T

on. I haven’t taken a bath since 
yesterday at the hotel, and I can’t 
take one here because my bathtub 
is full of stuff. I’ve been on the 
road a lot, and I’ve used my bath¬ 
tub as a holding device for what¬ 
ever I don’t want to put in my bag. 
I don’t have time for things like 
cleaning and hygiene, so I have to 
do the Band-Aid approach: I put 
on makeup and rub my body with

rhetoric, she lets the right and the 
left have it with equal gusto. Few 
other AIDS writers would have 
the courage to sing the praises of 
both MTV star Pedro Zamora and 
Shepherd Smith, the right wing 
founder of “Americans for a 
Sound AIDS Policy,” while lam¬ 
basting Larry Kramer, whom Bur¬ 
kett calls a “pouting, second rank 
author” and “an embittered troll.” 

When Burkett’s bleak and 
angry outburst of a book isn’t tak¬ 
ing on Robert Gallo, The Nation 
of Islam (for selling Kemron as a 
cure-all to unsuspecting African 
Americans), AZT pushers, Mari¬ 
anne Williamson (“the designer- 
clad Mother Teresa of the New 
Age crowd”), lesbians (she calls 
efforts to study lesbian modes of 
HIV transmission “Lesbian AIDS 
envy”), Congress, drug manufac¬ 
turers, ACT UP, and countless 
other individuals and organiza¬ 
tions, she argues passionately that 
gay men haven’t successfully al¬ 
tered their sexual behavior, that 
personal agendas have blinded 
well-meaning activists, and that 
everyone manipulates data to help 
keep what Burkett calls the AIDS 
“Gravy Train” on track. Groups 
like Shanti Project or New York’s 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis are men¬ 
tioned only as examples of corrup¬ 
tion and scandal. 

“The challenge of AIDS,” she 
writes, “exceeds the national at¬ 
tention span and overloads the na¬ 
tional capacity for self reflection. 
...We have become a country of 
small-minded, self-interested 
issue surfers.... Our failure to treat 
AIDS as a disease pure and simple 
is one of the dozens of deadly mis¬ 
takes we’ve made for more than a 
decade.” 

Burkett’s attack on the AIDS 
establishment is so complete, her 
litany so exhausting, that it’s hard 
to know whose side, if any, she’s 
on. During a recent phone inter¬ 
view the gravelly-voiced, 49-year- 
old New Yorker helped clear 
things up. 

“I’m totally predictable if you 
always ask the question. What is 
most likely to save lives and stop 
suffering? If you judge it only by 
that standard you’ll find me pre¬ 
dictable. 

“In America in the ’90s ego is 
rewarded,” she said. “Look at 
Newt Gingrich, Pat Buchanan, all 
of Holly wood. We live in a society 
in which there isn’t really much 
social stigma against being an 
egomaniac. We all find it enter¬ 
taining when it’s the Hollywood 
people, and business as usual 
when it’s politicians. But when it 
gets to science, the politics of ego¬ 
mania out of control is really 
frightening, because the watchdog 
aspect of science has presupposed 
honesty.” 

Burkett, who has a Ph.D. in 
history, had taught Latin Ameri¬ 


can history for 13 years before 
switching gears to earn a master’s 
degree in journalism from Colum¬ 
bia University. Her work reflects a 
keen knowledge of Miami’s Latin 
culture, and she describes herself 
as completely bilingual and bicul- 
tural. Her first reporting job was at 
The Miami Herald, where Burkett 
covered AIDS from 1989 to 1992 
and distinguished herself as one of 
the few reporters in America dedi¬ 
cated to covering the AIDS crisis. 
The position gave her a “license to 
cover medicine, racism, sexism, 
and government corruption.” 

Government corruption at its 
most heinous provides Burkett 
with The Gravest Show on Earth’s 
most startling chapter: the sad 
case of Kimberly Bergalis, the 
young Florida woman who 
claimed to have been infected by 
her gay dentist. Burkett blames 
the CDC (Centers for Disease 
Control) for exploiting Bergalis as 
part of its push for mandatory and 
unnecessary testing of healthcare 
workers. 

“The CDC had a political 
agenda,” she told me. “They went 
into that case wanting mandatory 
testing of healthcare workers and 
from day one never said Kimberly 
Bergalis was infected by David 
Acer. They always said it ‘ap¬ 
pears’ or ‘seems’ to have been the 
case. I called the CDC and asked 
‘So is she a virgin?’ And they said 
‘yes’, and I said, ‘Is her hymen in¬ 
tact?’ and they said, ‘That’s too 
personal a question.’ So I ask if 
there were ‘any signs of anal fis¬ 
sures, or signs that she engaged in 
regular anal sex?’ Again, ‘too per¬ 
sonal a question.’ When we found 
out she had genital warts, nobody 
talked about it - their whole thrust 
was to create this image of a won¬ 
derful innocent virgin. I went to 
my editors with what I’d uncov¬ 
ered and couldn’t get that story in 
the paper.” 

Bergalis’ death, shortly after 
she made a tearful appearance be¬ 
fore Congress pleading with them 
to enact mandatory testing legisla¬ 
tion, created headlines across the 
country. For Burkett, her story ex¬ 
emplifies everything wrong with 
America’s reaction to the AIDS 
crisis: sexual hypocrisy, govern¬ 
ment corruption, false informa¬ 
tion, medical folly. 

Cure cancer, cure AIDS 

In 1993 Burkett was diagnosed 
with lymphoma, a fact she leaves 
out of her book, but which clearly 
influenced her approach to the 
medical establishment and AIDS 
activist groups like Project Inform 
and TAG (Treatment Action 
Group), “New York’s elite AIDS 
treatment specialists.” 

‘TAG asked Congress to grant 
special tax breaks to AIDS phar¬ 
maceuticals, but it’s bad politics,” 
she said. “How are people with 
other diseases going to feel? I’m a 
cancer survivor. Why not push for 
tax breaks for pharmaceutical 
companies working on the five 


greatest killer diseases in the 
country and be a little more politi¬ 
cally savvy? 

“I know in my heart of hearts 
that the cure for the disease that 
could potentially kill me is ab¬ 
solutely, 100 percent in the hands 
of the AIDS establishment. To un¬ 
lock the mystery of AIDS we need 
to unlock what’s going on in im¬ 
munology. If we do that we cure 
cancer. My illness made it very 
clear what a bad job AIDS re¬ 
porters and the AIDS community 
have done in explaining why it’s 
so desperately important that we 
spend so much money on HIV.” 

For a book about disease, poli¬ 
tics, greed and corruption. The 
Gravest Show on Earth has a sur¬ 
prisingly intimate, personal tone. 
Burkett has clearly been affected 
by her subject. She is venting. 

Asked if anything positive has 
come out of the AIDS crisis, Bur¬ 
kett, who has surrounded herself 
with gay male friends for much of 
her life, replied, “AIDS has hu¬ 
manized gay men to hundreds of 
thousands of Americans. There are 
over 300,000 people dead and 
each of those people comes from a 
family with children, aunts and 
cousins. That’s a lot of people who 
all of a sudden have a much more 
humanized and compassionate 
view of gay men. It’s awful and 
it’s wonderful that the worst thing 
that’s happened to the community 
has put gay men in a good position 
politically.” ▼

disc of those Berlin perfor¬ 
mances. “A German Huguenots - 
with Japanese subtitles,” Leech 
says, laughing heartily at the in¬ 
congruity. 

Since that time the tenor feels 
his voice has not changed much. 
“Perhaps my middle voice is fill¬ 
ing in a bit, and certain roles get 
easier. But some of that is just that 
you do a role a hundred times and 
it gets easier.” 

One such role is Butterfly 's 
Pinkerton. When asked why - 
with the entire lyric tenor and 
lighter spinto repertoire at his dis¬ 
posal - he would choose to sing 
Pinkerton, Leech looks genuinely 
startled. “Why would I not?” he 
asks. “Once you accept the fact 
it’s the soprano’s opera, to decide 
to live without singing the love 
duet for the rest of my life...” He 
shakes his head. “I can’t imagine 
doing that. It makes no sense to 
me. Why do I keep singing But¬ 
terfly? It comes down to two 
words: love duet.” 

Wide range 

Leech’s operatic recording ca¬ 
reer is also flourishing. In addi¬ 
tion to Faust , Boheme, Rigoletto, 
Fledermaus and a version of Les 
Huguenots in the original French, 
he has recorded the Italian Tenor 
in Rosenkavalier and the role of 
Narraboth in Strauss’s Salome. 
(Though Narraboth is a small 
part. Leech handily walks away 
with the entire Salome recording.) 
But, with the possible exception 
of the Italian Tenor, he is not 
tempted to do any of the Strauss 
lyric tenor roles on stage. 

Soon to be released is his new 
recording of Ballo in Maschera 
(on Teldec) and The Damnation of 


Faust (on Decca). In December 
he records his first solo disc, a 
mixture of Italian arias and 
Neapolitan songs. 

Several months ago Leech 
gave his first solo recital, a tribute 
to Mario Lanza. “I wanted a 
recital to be a little more accessi¬ 
ble than I find some recitals,” he 
explains. “I did a running narra¬ 
tion of Mario Lanza’s life, and 
pieced in between were arias, art 
songs, Neapolitan songs and 
songs from his movies like ‘Be 
My Love.’ It was really a satisfy¬ 
ing experience, and I’m looking 
forward to doing it again.” (Hello, 
San Francisco Pops?) 

In 1996, the tenor will take on 
the role of Don Jose in Carmen 
for the first time in San Diego. 
Also upcoming are more Butter- 
fly s: in Florence, on a Japanese 
tour under Ozawa, and in a Met 
telecast on December 27. Next 
season he sings Tosca in Los An¬ 
geles, and, finally, ‘Elisir 
d’Amore at the Met. He was 
scheduled to do L’Elisir there a 
few seasons ago but had to forgo 
it in order to replace Pavarotti in 
the Met’s new production of 
Lucia. “I’d much rather have done 
the L’Elisir, but we won’t go into 
that]” Leech says. 

A hallmark of Leach’s perfor¬ 
mances is his ability to go right to 
a listener’s heart: “You have to 
have communication in opera. 
I’ve learned to trust the composer 
and what he’s saying in the 
music,” he says. “I sing with 100 
percent commitment to the words 
and the music and what it says to 
me. The rest takes care of itself.” 
And in Leech’s case, the audience 
is delighted to take care of the ap¬ 
plause. ▼

further in intimacy, because I 
know the mike will pick up de¬ 
tails that sometimes get lost in the 
theater,” he explains. “Even 
though you give those nuances in 
the theater, sometimes they don’t 
get to the 20th row. You can’t 
fight an orchestra that’s playing 
too loud, you’ll never win.” 

Level-headed 

It soon becomes apparent that 
in addition to being extremely 
personable. Leech has a level¬ 
headed approach to both singing 
and to the whole rat race of a top- 
of-the-rung international operatic 
career. For one thing, he and his 
wife take off a month or two 
every summer. “We forget about 
singing entirely, and come the fall 
I’m really ready to go again.” 

Leech, who was bom in Cali¬ 
fornia but raised in Binghamton, 
New York, made a huge interna¬ 
tional splash in Berlin in 1987, 
singing the fiendishly difficult 
tenor lead in Meyerbeer’s rarely 
performed Les Huguenots. When 
Rene Kollo suddenly pulled out of 
Huguenots the Berlin Opera of¬ 
fered to fly Leech over to hear the 
young man sing. “Frankly, I was 
taking it to get a free audition at the 
time,” he says. “Then they asked 
me to do Huguenots and I said, ‘I 
need a few days to sing it a bit.’ I 
immediately took to the role and 
decided, ‘Hey, if it fits, wear it.’ 

“So I made my European 
debut in Germany, singing my 
first role in German ever! 
[Though Meyerbeer wrote the 
opera in French, the Berlin pro¬ 
duction was in German.] It turned 
out to be a production that got 
hundreds of reviewers from all 
over Europe, so it was the perfect 
door-opener.” Vienna, La Scala 
and Covent Garden soon fol¬ 
lowed, as did the Met. BMG 
Classics recently released a laser

New Book Describes How Musicals 
Became the Sound Era's First New Genre 


Sonic Boom 


A Song in the Dark: The Birth of 
the Musical Film by Richard Bar¬ 
rios; Oxford University Press, 
$21.95

f ew times in the history of 
an art form has a techno¬ 
logical breakthrough so 
thoroughly rewritten most 
of its rules than when sound was 
introduced to the cinema. The 
swift demise of silent stars’ ca¬ 
reers and the awkward recording 
strategies such as hiding micro¬ 
phones in plants and flower vases 
are two oft-mentioned conse¬ 
quences of the changeover. 

But there were many others. 
Richard Barrios’s A Song in the 
Dark examines the early sound 
period through the genre it 
spawned - and through which 
many of the era’s initial aesthetic 
advances manifested themselves - 
the musical film. 

Barrios documents productions 
from Don Juan (1926), The Jazz 
Singer (1927) and other early hits 
to bona fide artistic triumphs such 
as 42nd Street (1933) and The Gay 
Divorcee (1934). A Song in the 
Dark recounts the key discoveries 
artists and technicians made dur¬ 
ing a time when six months was 
the equivalent of a lifetime - as 
Warner Bros, discovered when it 
delayed the release of The Desert 
Song (made in 1928 but distrib¬ 
uted in 1929). 


Warners strikes first 

Warners released the first two 
movie musicals, Don Juan and 
The Jazz Singer , but lost its early 
advantage for reasons related 
both to technology (they backed 
the Vitaphone system, which 
proved to be the wrong audio 
horse) and commerce (the broth¬ 
ers’ point man for sound, Sam 
Warner, died the week of The 
Jazz Singer premiere and his suc¬ 
cessors made some bonehead 
mistakes). 

MGM made a flashy, if belat¬ 
ed, entry into the field with The 
Broadway Melody, which Barrios 
credits as “the first true musical 
film.” The Broadway Melody set 
both technical and aesthetic stan¬ 
dards; it won an Academy Award 
for Best Production. As Barrios 
notes, the award and the film’s fa¬ 
mous ad campaign (All Talking, 
All Singing, All Dancing) were 
the least of Broadway's accom¬ 
plishments. 

Some of the technological ad¬ 
vances Barrios relates seem self- 
evident in retrospect, but someone 
did have to put the necessary two 
plus two together. When retakes 
were needed for a two-strip Tech¬ 
nicolor sequence in The Broadway 
Melody, Norma Shearer’s brother 
Douglas, MGM’s head sound en¬ 
gineer, came up with a novel idea 
to avoid having to reassemble mu¬ 
sicians to play the number in ques¬ 
tion. 

“In the face of skepticism,” 
Barrios writes, “Shearer went 


ahead and created the 
process of prerecording 
and playback. What 
seemed like an obvious 
tactic was in fact a 
huge advance that 
saved time and money, 
helped to liberate 
music films from 
technical paralysis 
[because sound was¬ 
n’t being recorded, 
the camera could 
move more freely, as 
in the late silent pe¬ 
riod], and ultimately 
defined a leading 
difference between 
musicals on film 
and on stage.” 


Patient 

audiences 

Given the 
enormity of the 
technological 
shift, the practi¬ 
tioners of the mu¬ 


sical film overcame the major ob¬ 
stacles in rapid time. Though crit¬ 
ics weren’t always patient, audi¬ 
ences were - and not necessarily 
because they weren’t aware of the 
films’ flaws. 

Many spectators appear to 
have enjoyed the works despite 
their artistic drawbacks, perhaps 
confident that, as had been the 
case with silent pictures, more so¬ 
phisticated work would appear 
over time. For patrons unlikely 
ever to make it to New York and a 


Broad¬ 
way show, the movie musicals of¬ 
fered the opportunity to view the 
great stars of the day “up close.” 

Though Song is a serious study 
as opposed to a popular apprecia¬ 
tion, Barrios’s prose style is acces¬ 
sible and often amusingly tart. A 
passage on A1 Jolson’s follow-up 
to The Jazz Singer queries, “Is his 
the same [The] Singing Fool we 
see today, this banal, awkwardly 
part-talking sob story alongside 
which The Jazz Singer looks like

it. (For those 
who dislike Jol- 
son, forget it.)” 

For all the 
studio missteps, 
some engaging 
artifacts emerged. 
Among the clas¬ 
sic examples of 
the genre one will 
appreciate more 
after reading A 
Song in the Dark 
are several of 
aforementioned ti¬ 
tles plus the Eddie 
Cantor vehicle 
Whoopee! , Sunny 
Side Up (Janet 
Gaynor),GoW Dig¬ 
gers of 1933 (Ginger 
Rogers, Ruby Keeler, 
et al.) and other piv¬ 
otal works. 

“As 1934 gave 
way to 1935,” Barrios 
concludes, “the lessons 
had been learned and 
the direction resolved.” 
Ultimately factories, 
each of the studios de¬ 
veloped a “house” feel 
and design for its musicals, which 
left “no room amidst the profes¬ 
sionalism for the experiments and 
excesses of earlier times.” 

As this Song's title suggests, 
the pioneers of musical film truly 
were groping in the dark, but as 
with similar periods in mass 
media history - the early days of 
television, for instance - they 
made up in ingenuity what they 
lacked in artistry. ▼ 
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P acific Film Archive in Berkeley welcomes European di¬ 
rector Daniel Schmid for a series of 12 films, many of 
which have never been seen before in the Bay Area. A 
friend of Rainer Werner Fassbinder, Schmid is often asso¬ 
ciated with the New German Cinema movement. Themes of art 
and artifice, desire as a projection onto the beloved, and the mys¬ 
teries of memory are offered onscreen in Schmid’s lovely, witty, 
baroque films. The films included in this touring collection include 
Tosco’s Kiss , a humorous film about the denizens of a retirement 
home for former opera stars; Off-Season, a collection of magical 
anecdotes and memories from Schmid’s childhood in a Swiss re¬ 
sort hotel; The Written Face, a vision of Japanese performing tra¬ 
ditions featuring Tamasaburo Bando (pictured above); La Paloma , 
starring Ingrid Caven as a tubercular songstress in a romantic, 
creepy send-up of Tosca and Camille. 

The Schmid and Fassbinder connection is demonstrated No¬ 
vember 25 with a screening of The Merchant of Four Seasons, in 
which Schmid plays a small role; and Shadow of Angels, Schmid’s 
film interpretation of a controversial Fassbinder play. The 
Garbage, the City, and Death. 

The series begins Thursday, November 2 and continues through 
Saturday, November 5. Screenings will be held in the University 
Art Museum and Pacific Film Archive, located at 2625 Durant Av¬ 
enue in Berkeley. Admission to screenings is $5.50 for one film, $7 
for double bills.
